Krieghoff-Lenawee Com- 
pany was awarded the con- 
tract to build a shell building 
at the Tecumseh Industrial 
Park, Del King presient of the 
Tecumseh Area Industrial 
Development Association 
(TAIDA) announced Tuesday 
morning. 

The 20,000 sq. ft. building 
will be 100 by 200 ft. and will 
have metal sides and a 16 ft. 
eave. Floors, electrical work 
and plumbing will be finished 
later after a suitable tenant is 
located. 

Construction is slated for 
the TAIDA selected 2% acre 
site on the west side of the 
city's industrial park, located 
south of Russell Rd. 

It marks the first shell 
construction for the city's 
industrial park. Completion is 
expected in nine weeks, King 
reported. 

Shell will be used to draw 
industry to Tecumseh and is a 
joint effort of the citv of 
Tecumseh, United Savings 
Bank of Tecumseh and 
TAIDA. 

TAIDA, in cooperation with 
the city, is actively seeking a 
tenant, 

Cost" of the construction 
project is reported to be’ less 
than $88,500. This price does 
not include grading. Five 
construction companies bid on 
the project. 

How soon will.a new in- 
dustry occupy the shell? 

Assistant City Manager 
Paul Preston commented, 
“The shell will be the catalyst 
to-hasten sorieone’s decision, 
Visitors comment that 
Tecumseh seems to know 
where it is going and how to 


get there." Preston has 
worked on the industrial park 
development since his arrival 
March 1977. 

June this year, Tecumseh 
city council and TAIDA 
agreed to work together to 
bring industry here. City 
agreed to pay all real estate 
taxes and sewer and water 
leads on the 2% acres and 
lease property to TAIDA. On 
sale of site, the city will be 
paid for the land and its ex- 
penses. 

King was elected president 
of TAIDA at a meeting July 7. 
Other officers elected were 
D.J. Martin, vice-president 


and Royal Welch, secretary- 
treasurer. 

Jack Osburn, one of the 
founders, transferred his 
membership to Mark King, 24. 
Osburn stated, “This is an 
effort to involve younger 
businessmen in the growth of 
Tecumseh. I hope that more 
will be interested.” 

Tecumseh Area Industrial 
Development Association was 
founded in 1955. It was in- 
strumental in locating other 
businesses in Tecumseh, 
including the Faraday. Other 
members are Drs. Murray 
and Laidlaw, Bill Powell and 
Karl Schneider.

At the beginning of 
each calander year each 

property owner is supplied 
with fifty refuse bags. All 
garbage must be placed in 
these bags. If you should 
require additional bags at any 
time you may purchase them 
for 48 cents a piece at the 
Clothes Line Laundromat. As 
this is the last year of this 
present contract the M.H. 
Weaver bag may change next 
year to another identification. 
Perhaps friends or neighbors 
would have surplus bags that 
could be purchased. 

The bags themselves can be 
filled to the top but nothing 
should be placed so that it is 
hanging over the top. The bags 
are to be placed so they can be 
seen from the street, for 
example they can be placed 
next to the garage door but 
they should not be placed 
behind а bush so they cannot 
be seen. 

One problem that arises on 
occasion is some people may 
not get their refuse out early 
enough to be picked up. The 
contract states that the 
disposal company can not 
start their routes before 7 
a.m., however, according to 
the company they usually do 
not start before 7:30. It is 
difficult for them to say that 
they will be at а particular 
house at a particular time so it 
is important that the refuse be 
placed outside for collection 
before 7 a.m. if possible. 

In the case of a holiday the 
pick up will always be a day 
behind. For example, the 
Fourth of July falls on a 

Tuesday this year, this means 


that the Tuesday route will be 
picked up on Wednesda 
each days collection 

day later than normal. 

In addition to the weekly 
service the city holds a spring 
and fall pickup. The schedule 
for these pickups is always 
published in the newspaper. If 
you have items that can not be 
placed in.the sacks or stored 
until the city pickup you may 
take your refuse to the Walker 
landfill. To enter the landfill 
you must have a dump pass 
which can be picked up 
Monday through Friday from 
8 a.m. to 5 p.m. at City Hall. 
The landfill, however, is open 
to the public Monday, Friday, 
and Saturday from 8 a.m. to 4 
p.m. The landfill is located 
one-half mile east of Sand 
Lake on Pawson Road. 

The total cost for the con- 
tract with Lenawee Disposal, 
use of Walker landfill, and the 
Spring and Fall Cleanup, is 
$78,000 a year. The funds to 
cover these costs come from 
Federal Revenue Sharing 
funds, not property taxes nor 
an extra charge on your water 
bill.

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Teens Learn Job Skills 


. by Kathy Brown 

Last year, when the 
Tecumseh Herald surveyed 
summer jobs and activities 
available to teens, some 
younger students 
embarrassment about asking 

le for jobs 

This prompted us to ask the 
question: What is being done 
to. help teens -acquire job 
finding skills? 

The answer: Some unique 
programs are available and 
continue to be developed in the 
schools: 

Then why are some teens 
shy about job seeking? 

School: guidance counselors 
and teachers agree that it 
depends on the teen's ability to 
internalize the job seeking 
skill lessons and his or her own 
desire to work. External 
factors, of.course, do effect 
whether or not a teen gets a 
job, i. e. availability of jobs, 
willingness of employer to 
hire a teen, age of student, etc. 

Career education was of- 
ficially mandated by the state 
of Michigan about three years 
ago when it passed legislation 
saying that it should be in- 
fused into the schools’ 
curriculum, although specific 
guidelines were not given on 
how to implement. 

At Tecumseh Junior High 
School, a job finding skills unit 
has been „taught on in- 
troductory level for over 10 
years. Today it is one of four 
subject units in a class called 
Group Guidance, a required, 
one semester class, for all 
eighth grade students. 

Georgia VanKirk and Ernie 
Palmer are the teachers. 
Unit is designed to give one 
month of intensive career 
exploration including 
research on different oc- 
cupations, salaries, required 
education and job outlook. 

Values clarification is 
another important segment in 
Group Guidance. It en- 
courages teens to discover 
what they value and why. 
They are encouraged to set 
realistic goals for their 
abilities and interests. This 
also helps them select 
necessary high school classes. 

In the career unit, students 
are exposed to application 
forms, resume and ap- 
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plication letter writing, job 
interviewing and duties and 
responsibilities of -the em- 
ployee. Film strips, speakers, 
field trips and role playing are 
some of the teaching methods 
used. 

At the high school level, the 

5 teaching of job finding skills 
and availability of job finding 
resources continues. 

In the 11th grade, students 
are taught a career unit in the 
U.S. History class. Materials 
for this unit were developed 
for the Vo-Tec Comprehensive 
Placement Service, a 
program made available to all 
county schools through a 
three-year state grant. 

This six-lesson unit job 
preparation includes resumes, 
applications, interviews and 
duties and responsibilities of 
employees. It is also available 


to any high school:senior and ` 


all Vo-Tec students. 

Next. year, its contents will 
be absorbed into a new Career 
and Life Planning Class for all 
10th graders, taught and 
developed by THS guidance 
counselors. The half-credit 
course will be required for 
graduation from Tecumseh 
Public Schools. 

New unit topics are group 
interaction, aptitude tests, 
self-awareness, social 
awareness, decision making, 
job preparation and career 
planning. 

Marcia Soller, area 
placement coordinator at the 
Lenawee Vo-Tec Center, 
Adrian, explained the goals of 
the Lenawee Vo-Tec Com- 
prehensive Placement Service 
and how the county high 
schools act as independent 
units, or satellite centers, to 
create a county-wide 
placement service. 

In 1975, the Lenawee In- 
termediate School District Vo- 
Tec Center received a three- 
year state grant to implement 
pre-employment or job 
preparation training and to 
help students get jobs. A six- 
lesson unit op job seeking 
skills was developed and 
made available for classroom 
adaption. 

Statistics show that 75 
percent of the vocational 
students’ immediate goal is a 
permanent job after 
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graduation. Many must find 
jobs in Lenawee County. 

"What we try to do is give 
them (the students) a picture 
of what: the market looks 
like when hit it. (The 
program) helps them become 
self-sufficient in the job 
market," Soller Д 

Students who complete the 
six-lesson unit on job 

"еп qualify for the job 
placement service to help 
them find full, part-time or 
temporary, cooperative jobs 
ог on ‘the job training 
positions. 

Each high school student is 
connected to Vo-Tec’s central 
purs sd A Lenawee County 
employer calls the Vo-Tec 
placement office at 263-2108 
and describes the job, status 
of opening, skills desired and 
rate of pay. 

Vo-Tec computer sends a 
daily job list update to 
cooperating schools. Students 
then inquire about openings 
through their teachers or 
counselors, who then match 
students with employers and 
set up interview appointments 
for qualified studehts. 

Vo-Tec students, graduates, 
alumni, adult education 
students, Lenawee County 
high school vocational 
students and graduates and 
Lenawee County employers 
may participate in the 


program. 
Follow-up is made on 
Students who изе the 


placement center to see how 
they are doing, whether or not 
they are on the job or still job 
seeking. 

Lenawee County is. one of 
the few counties in the state to 
initiate this comprehensive 
placement service on a 
county-wide basis.

He 
rode 100 miles the. second 
week, John's wife, Tonia 
Sprague and her horse,.Pacer, 
rode the 250 miles. 

Riding at intervals with 
them the first week. was 
Carroll’s daughter and Jane’s 
mother, Brenda Cattell. She 
put in about 80 miles on hor- 
seback. Jane’s father, Elden 
Cattell, put in about 50-60 
miles on horseback and was 
the camp's. general han- 
dyman. . 

Mrs. Carroll Sprague, wife 
of 50 years, was chief cook and 
bottlewasher and a big help in 
moving camp and holding 
down the fort. 

All four horses received 
certificates labeling them as 
Michigan Registered Trail 
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Horses. Carroll's two horses 
were Cinnamon and Spike, a 
17-year-old who made a pretty 
good showing for a horse that 
age. 


Tonia's horse, Pacer, under 
three years old, did well in- 
deed as horses usually aren't 
broken to ride until they are at 
least two years old, Nine-year- 
old Jane Cattell's animal was 
Star's Jill, a self-owned 4-H 


y. 

Carroll and Jane each 
received a certificate and a 
trophy for completing the 
entire ride from Lake Huron 
to Lake Michigan. The ac- 
complishment took hard work 
and perseverance. Carroll 
made the ride with sore ribs 
from a throw before the ride 
and received a sore hip after 
being thrown by his horse on 
the trail. 

Jane competed in a fun day 
pgogram at Goose Creek 
Camp, west of “Grayling and 
won fifth place in the Goose 
Creek Classic for “‘riding a 
buck". She walked, trotted 
and cantered her horse with a 
play dollar under her knee— 
not an easy trick when the 
horse is trotting.

The latter was sheer 
disaster! During our first stay 
I almost panicked. Rachel 
Carson's ‘‘Silent Spring’’ 
became far more than a mere 
book title. 

My room was on the sixth 
floor and had а beautiful 
window. The skyscapes were 
often spectacular, un- 
fortunately I was about three 
windows away from the super 
sunsets. On the return trip the 
room was different but the 
floor was the same. Absolutely 
no birds either time. 

Oh, not that the hospital was 
quiet — is ever a hospital 
quiet? There are machines 
that throb and pulse, com- 
pressors that hiss, doors that 
slam, carts that rattle, etc. 
But no pretty bird songs. 

And, of course, no good 
listening nor good looking are 
not the things to which Mom 
and I are accustomed. Before 
the trip to Ann Arbor we were 
well launched into a busy and 
fun-filled bird watching 
season. Then to suddenly have 
nothing was almost 
traumatic. 

It is an old cliche but still 
true that one does not really 
miss something until deprived 
of it. It is also true that a little 
bit is sometimes as bad or 
worse than none at all. 

My use of the words 'ab- 
solutely no birds' is not 
strictly correct. One afternoon 
a hawk soared by the window. 
It was such a short look that 
there was no chance for 
identification, just a broad 
winged hawk. I also saw six 
pigeons one day. 

By getting close to the 
window and looking down on a 
picnic area, Mom could tell 
me that the world's population 
of sparrows was still intact. 
There was an occasional 
starling, too. These few birds 
just seemed to emphasize the 
good bird watching we were 
missing at home. 

Finally came the glorious 


‚дау when the doctors said, 
“Home”! It could have been 
raining torrents and it would 
have been a beautiful day but, 
as luck would have it, it turned 
out to be a perfect sunshiny, 
blue sky morning. 

The views through the small 
ambulance windows were 
magical. Leaves — close-up 
views of leaves. Blue sky and 
sunshine. (The second trip 
home was equally good.) 

At last we were home! As I 
was trundled out of the am- 
bulance the warm sun hit my 
face and my eyes looked up, 
up, up. Incredible. 

Bird talk was everywhere 
and I could even hear my 
beloved Evans Creek bubbling 
along. It was so good to be 
home. It was as big a thrill this 
last time as,it was the first.

The Andrewses became 
familiar with the Wamplers 
Lake area on summer 
vacations at a family cottage 
on Sweezy Lake. When they 
decided to buy a restaurant, 
this seemed like a desirable 
place £o look. 

They purchased the 
business from Kenneth and 
Mary VanDoren who had 
owned the business for about 
17 years. 

Bauer Manor was 
recognized by the Michigan 
State Historical Society as a 
centennial business. In 1839, 
John Davenport operated it as 
a travelers' rest stop on the 
Great Sauk Indian Trail 
between Detroit and Chicago. 
It was a stage coach stop as 
lateas1900. ` 

Today travelers and tourists 
are still recognized as an 


important part of the 
business, as аге area 
residents. 


Present building was built in 
1864. It succeeded an 1834 log 
tavern built on Evans Lake by 
Henry W. Sisson of New York.

My view of 
the mulberry tree by the white end-of-the-street 
barrier is always good but when laying flat in bed

Probably I say this every 
year but this summer there 
truly was a bumper crop of 
mulberries. The limbs of the 
trees bent low under the 
weight of the messy black 
fruit. And messy it is too. Not 
only does it stain people and 
their clothes but cars, houses 
and windows as well. 

After gorging themselves on 
the fruit the birds seem to take 
great glee in dive bombing 
and decorating. Their aim is 
much too good. A nice clean 
washing hung on a clothesline 
is an open invitation, 

Some people eat mulberries, 
I understand they make 
delicious pies, but we keep our 
trees for the birds and 
squirrels. They are deliriously 
happy during this season. 
This, of course, makes the 
window watchers happy for 
there is continuous асп and 
many of the antics are funny 

The squirrels put on the best 
performances. I should say 
they usually do — this year 
they have not shown off as 
usual for the simple reason 
that there are not as many fox 
squirrels as is the normal 
complement. 

There are too many red 
squirrels and they will soon be 
invited to leave. It is 
ridiculous but the two are 
simply not compatible and 
unfortunately the much 
smaller little reds drive the 
nicer squirrels out of the 
neighborhood. 

Probably were it not for this 
we could watch the little reds 
with more pleasure. This year 
the tree is feeding two 
youngsters, about half grown,

When the fox squirrels: try 
this there is all sorts of branch 
bending and struggling to 
keep balanced. Qften it takes 
nifty acrobatic skill on the 
squirrel's part not to be 
dumped off. 


Almost all of the birds enjoy 
fruit this time of year, this 
included the black ones, too. 
Starling and grackles. 
Sometimes the tree seems 
decorated with nothing but 
black.

They 
simply flock to the tree, perch 
and eat. 


Oh yes, they scream too but 
T'd just as soon not think about 
that. The orioles and red- 
headed woodpeckers are the 
best performers, they nip off 
the berries as they fly by. 


The ground beneath the tree 
is black with fallen 
mulberries. Birds eat them, so 
does Murphy, the woodchuck. 
He is big and fat and it is easy 
to see why. What an appetite! 


Watching him sit up on his 
haunches and eat or waddle 
across the yard and over the 
creek bank gives no indication- 
of how fast he can move when 
necessary. The slightest 
strange noise sends him

As an elected 
Raisin Township Official, it is my dutyiand privilege 
to serve the people and | do so on Monday and 
Thursday from 9:00 A.M.-1:00 P.M. at the,Town- 
ship Office, or at any other reasonable time upon 
request. The-Minutes of the Township Board Meet- 
ings are not. changed unless approved by the 
Township Board and then this would be considered 
an addition or correction. The Townshp Supervisor 
is the presiding officer at Board Meetings, and it 
is my duty to answer to the Township Supervisor 
and to the residents of Raisin Townshp. 

The Raisin Township Office was established 
several years for the convenience of residents 
due to the growth and progress made in the 
Township over the last five years. The office has 
been accepted and appreciated by the residents 
and other doing business with the Township Offi- 
cials because of being able to go to one location 
for the majority of all business. Definite estab- 
lished working hours of operation of this Township 
Office is a normal and not an unusual require- 
ment. It is true that the procedure followed in the 
Raisin Township Annual Meeting, April 1978, to 
require the Township Treasurer to maintain 
regular hours in the Township Office could have 
been reviewed legally for options available. 1t 
would appear beneficial to service needs of our 
Township Residents from. one location and nof 
three locations (residence of Supervisor, Cletk, 
Treasurer). Let's Cooperate. The City of Adrian 
or City of Tecumseh does not permit or approve 
any one person conducting City business from 
his/her choice of location. 

Legal opinions of 20 March and 21 June 1978 
by Michigan Township Association Attorneys 
states "The inhabitants can authorize such Orders 
and By-Laws as are conducive to the peace, wel- 
fare, and good order of the Township directing 
and managing the prudential affairs of the Town- 
ship. Such Order and By-Laws must not contravene 
State Statutes." Due legal process in the develop- 
ment, the processing and approval of Township 
Orders and By-Laws appears to be mandatory for 
legal compliance with existing regulations regard- 
ing such actions 

Township finance receipts, per Township auditor 
recommendation are to be recorded in a sequence- 
numbered register system; this method authorized 
and approved by the Township Board, therefore, 
is mandatory and is not subject to interpretation 
by any Township official, without exception, in 
order to protect financial records of Raisin 
Townshp 

From public information, the Raisin Township 
Supervisor does not receive the highest pay of 
any Township Supervisor in Lenawee County.

just automatically feed the year around. There are 
however, many who take the other course. 


During the һай weather 
months, often there are times 
when well-stocked bird 
feeders are the difference 
between surviving and not 
surviving but, once spring and 
summer arrive, Mother 
Nature's banquet boards are 
so well set that truly, the birds 


do not need our handouts. 
Another reason for not 
feeding is the: hordes of 


grackles and starlings a well- 
Stocked feeder attracts. 

With this latter reason I 
have great sympathy. Right 
now the feeders, the yard and 
the trees are alive with 
grackles. The noise is un- 
believable. 

Today, being a beautiful 
summer day with high tem- 
peratures and a lovely breeze, 
the windows and doors are 
wide open thus letting all of 
the grackle talk come in. 

While dictating this article I 
am practically shouting to 
make myself heard above the 
din. The noise makers are 
primarily youngsters, 
screaming and hollering to be 
fe 

They have loud raspy voices 
and are insatiably hungry. 
The adults must get so tired of 
stuffing food into those 
cavernous maws only'to have 
the kids resume screaming 
immediately. Sometimes it 
seems they hardly take time 
toswallow. 

The worst and most per- 
Sistent noise comes from the 
dull black youngsters who are 
too old to be fed. They tag 
after a parent screaming their 
hunger every second. What 
will power it must take not to 
break down and feed the 
squalling kids. 

Actually I am sure it is not 
will power at all - when the 
youngsters are old enough to 
be on their own, their parents 
simply ‘turn them off’. 

In a remarkably short time 
they probably don’t even 
recognize them. As far as the 
human reaction to all of the 
screaming and hollering, Ican 
only say that at-times it takes 
steady nerves to maintain a 


summer bird feeding 
program. 

However, Mom and I are in 
agreement that the ad- 
.vantages of year around 
feeding outnumber the 


disadvantages. At least for us 
they do. 

Grackles and starlings are 
not the only ones who have 
youngsters. By keeping food 
always available we have 
front row seats on all sorts of 
action pertaining to courting 
and family rearing. 

A week or so ago we en- 
tertained a family of four just- 
out-on-their-own  bluejays. 
They were past the begging to 
be fed stage but not old enough 
for the sibling bonds to be 
broken. 

To see and hear them all 
come to the near-my-window 
feeders together was a treat. 
Seeing a bluejay being 
friendly with anybody is a 
treat. These were handsome 
birds, so colorful. Their blues 
were brilliant and their grays 
looked so soft. 

Young birds mature fast 
and soon the young jays began 
Showing traces of adult 
belligerence. Seldom did the 
foursome even try to eat 
together now and when they 
did, there was noisy fighting. 
Then matters settled down 
and for several days two could

Share a meal if each had his 
own food tray. 

Near the end of this stage we 
fancied that it was easy to see 
the struggle between being a 
kid and growing up. That the 
kids enjoyed each other was 
indicated by their sharing the 
two food-tray feeders. 

It was also apparent that 
they realized adult bluejays do 
not: show such tolerance for 
other birds, not even one of 
their own. 

The solution was that each 
bird made a concentrated 
effort to ignore the other. 
Sometimes they turned backs 
on each other whereas again, 
it was just simply looking past 
the occupant of the other 
feeder. 

But all of my time must not 
be spent on bluejays, other 
youngsters are summer 
guests at the feeders also. The 
upside down nuthatches for 
example. Unfortunately we 
have never seen an adult bring 
the family to the banquet 
boards — what a sight it would 
be to see that long bill stab its 
way down a  youngster's 
throat. Actually baby 
nuthatches are undoubtedly 
fed a nonfeeder bill-of-fare 
diet. 

The juveniles, out on their 
own, seem to know about 
sunflower seeds. Usually 
these are neat birds with 
feathers always smooth and in 
place; the other day, however, 
a regular rag-a-muffin 
dropped in for a snack. 

His creamy gray breast 
feathers were actually shaggy 
and on his head the: white 
areas were freckled and rough 
with feathers just past the 
stage of popping out. A funny 
looking little character!

Heaviest rainfall in the history of Tecumseh 
fell here late Monday afternoon, swamping the 
city with approximately 2.5 inches in about a half 
hour period.

James Daly, Tecumseh attorney, won his 
contest for State Senator and will face John 
Mowat, Republican, in the fall. Mowat easily 
won his race that included votes from Hillsdale 
and Jackson Counties. 

John Underwood, Tecumseh resident and 
Clinton auto dealer, will represent the 
Democrats in November for State Represen- 
tative, 40th District. He will oppose Jim Hadden 
of Adrian, Republican, who defeated Richard 
Platt of Tipton and Mary Bowers of Tecumseh. 

Russ Spalding upset Stacy Zilke of Deerfield 
for County Commissioner with the help of a big 
vote from Ridgeway Township. 

Much interest here centered on Mrs. Bowers' 
candidacy for State Representative. She com- 
pletely swept this section of the county with the 
sole exception of Macon Township. 


In Tecumseh she outdistanced her opponents 
by three to one margins. Official city results 
Show Mrs. Bowers with 488 votes; Hadden, 128, 
and Platt, 123. In the district, Hadden polled 
2,744; Bowers, 2,054, and Platt, 2,052. 

Most of Hadden’ S winning margin came from 
his hometown of Adrian, while Platt led in many 
rural areas and collected most of the farm vote. 
Ironically, both Mrs. Bowers and Mr. Platt 
campaigned harder than Hadden, who obviously 
depended on the Adrian vote for a win. 

Underwood practically had no opposition in his 
race. His vote here was 153 to 85 for Larry Forth 
and 43 for Paul Goode. County totals were Un- 
derwood 1,495; Forth, 826, and Goode, 681. 

Daly received 176 votes in Tecumseh; Daniel 
McCarty, 49; June Merrill, 33; and Ron 
Shankland, 28. County totals were Daly, 1,147; 
McCarty, 740; Merrill, 676; and Shankland, 281. 

Tuesday's election here attracted over 2596 of 
the registered voters. Tally shows 1,133 voted out 
of 4,013 registered. In the primary two years ago, 
just 17 percent voted, or about 400 less than this 
year.

Still the 
schgol is a center of summer 
activity for education, ad- 
ministration, extracurricular 
events — and not the least of 
these — maintenance. 

“The building has to be 
cleaned "and: well at least 
oncé," explained high school 
principal . Clarence Lacny. 
“The activities are a handicap 
to the custodians. It is a lot 
like. a housewife. You can 
work better when.there is no 
one: around, but you work 
around activities." Lacny 
commented. 

To try to avoid conflicts, the 
administration and head 
custodian, Tony Vasquez, plan 
the summer work schedule.

Books are put back 
into the inventory, 

“You sweep it. You clean it. 
You know it's going to be the 
same the next day.

Vasquez said about the job.

“Tony is usually the guy

Groundsmen Bill Davis and

Meanwhile, there are a 
dozen or more ongoing ac- 
tivities at the school:

Right 
now it looks like a job. 

Sounds are another good 
part of summer feeding. They 
are of course, a good part of 
summer. But this is no place 
to go into the glories of the 
morning chorus nor the joy of 
a seranading male wren. 

With the windows and doors 
open, all outdoor sounds come 
booming in. When two 
mourning  doves snack 
together at the near-my- 
window feeders they are not 
attracting our attention. much. 


The other day, howewer;-- 


such a twosome was there and 
decided to exchange a bit of 
gossip. My goodness, that low 
mournful cooing almost blew 
me out of bed. It was in- 
credibly loud. And so unex- 
pected. 

The young tufted titmice 
have loud voices too. Their 
shrill but not unpleasant 
whistles whould be coming 
from birds much larger than 
they are. Sometimes when 
they 'sound off' they seem to 
surprise themselves. Once we 
saw three kids, then two, just 
lately none have come around. 

An update on the cardinal 
visits. A young one just 
popped out of the bushes and 
hopped tó the food tray. It 
must be a female, she is an all 
over dark brown with no 
topknot, a dull black bill and 
the skinniest tail imaginable. 
She is eating well though

days.

feeding program із the 
unusual birds who just by 
chance stop at the feeders. 
Once a  breath-takingly 
beautiful oriole landed. 

Apparently he was just 
curious and wondered what 
was going on. Whatever the 
reason, his black head and 
orange body were gorgeous. 

Some people have excellent 
success in attracting orioles to 
oranges, we did one year but 
have never had good luck 
since. Fruit is also attractive 
to catbirds. 

We have not experimented 
much with this type of food 
though. The occasional cat- 
bird on the near-my-window 
feeders is just there out of 
curiosity. Once a pair of 
bluebirds landed on the roof of 
the feeder we had in the yard 

that was a never to be 
forgotten thrill. 

Squirrels are another bene- 
fit of summer feeding. We are 
entertaining our second 
family of youngsters now. 
Half-grown youngsters with 
thin smallish bodies, big feet 
and luxurious tails. The 
tails and feet will.take some 
growing. up too. 

The three kids are-working 
in that direction and it is 
amazing how much food they 
pack away. As of now ap- 
parently some sort of truce 
has been reached between the 
fox squirrels and the little 
reds. 

It is nothing official I am 
sure but, if the big squirrels 
stick to the feeders and the 
tiny ones have the mulberry 
trees, there is little fighting. I 
have an idea such boundaries 
will not be observed for long. 
Both types of squirrel are too 
adventuresome. 

As at the beginning of last 
week's article I must admit to 
understanding why some 
people do not maintain 
summer bird feeding 
programs but above are just a 
few of the experiences which 
make it well worth while for 
Mom and me to feed the 
freeloaders 12 months a year.

Sidewalk superintendents 
had a new pastime last week. 
They watched the old paint 
being water blasted from the 
brick of the Bidwell Building.

“The first floor will be the 
backbone," said Limpert. It 
could accomodate as many as 
seven small shops, from 300 to 
700 sq. ft., unified by an in- 
terior arcade effect. 

“It will be service 
businesses and retail from the 
interests I've had so far. I've 
had no committments, but 
people want to be committed. 
Between now and Sept. 1, I'll 
concentrate on tenants. 

“I'm optimistic. I think I'll

He still 
owns two and has “ап 
economic interest" in the 
others. 

“The second floor will be 
rented as demand dictates. It 
is really an experiment on my 
part to see if there is a market 
for second floor service 
businesses. There is a good 
chance it could be apart- 
ments, but it is not my first 
choice. I will reevaluate what 
is viable as I go along. 

‘The basement is accessible 
and would be rented if I could 
find an interested tenant. I 
have no intended use for the 
third floor. It will essentially 
be used for light storage. 

“T believe existing buildings 
should be utilized as much as 
possible. Look at those 
buildings across the street. 
Look at the waste of usable 
space on the second floor," 
remarked Limpert. He served 
as Manchester Township 
Planning Commission 
chairman for nine years. 

When Limpert came to 
Manchester in 1963, “looking 
for outlying developing 
areas," he told, “30 to 45 
percent of the buildings on 
main street were vacant. Now 
there is 100 percent oc- 
cupancy." One Manchester 
business doubled size, three 
new businesses came to town.

The first six 
years that I owned it, the 
Black Sheep Tavern didn't 
have a telephone number.

The Type A lunch that will 
be offered as a complete lunch 
providing one-third of the 
day's nutritive requirements. 
It will include a two ounce 
protein serving which may be 
meat, poultry, fish. or cheese; 
a three-fourths cup serving of 
a vegetable and/or fruit: one 
serving of an enriched bread 
item; and eight ounces of 
milk 


In addition to the lunch. 
milk will be offered to those 
students who wish to carry 
their lunches from home 

In the elementary schools 
only the Type A lunch will be 
served. In the Junior and 
Senior High Schools sand- 
wiches, desserts, salads, etc 
will be served on an ala carte 
basis as was the case this past 
year 

The price for the lunches 
will be 55 cents in the 
Elementary Schools, and 60 
cents in the Junior and Senior 
High Schools. The price for the 
milk will be 5 cents per carton 
in all schools. Reduced price 
lunches in all schools will be 20 
cents 

In the Tecumseh elemen- 
tary schools, meals will be 
purchased by use of a ticket 
system. Students will pay for 
five-meal tickets in advance, 
and then use the ticket daily or 
whenever they wish to pur 
chase a lunch. The ticket is. 
good for five meals to be eaten 
at any time, not five par- 
ticular dates. Therefore, a 
student could take a school 
lunch only two or three times a 
week and the ticket would still 
be good the following week 

In the Junior and Senior 
High Schools meals and milk 
will be purchased on a cash 
basis. 

In the elementary schools, 
ticket money will be collected 
on Monday mornings. A food 
service person will visit each 
classroom on Mondays. Ticket 
money should be sent to school 
in an envelope with the child's 
name and room number on the 
front.

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No, this is not going to be a continuation of the 
pàst two columns, which dealt with some of the 
joys of a summer' bird feeding program, even 
though I should like to start-out with a bird feeder, 
a special bird feeder, the cylindrical thistle feeder. 
It is the exception to our summer feeding program. 


Although it still hangs from 
the lower limb of the mulberry 
tree and there is about an inch 
of thistle seed in it, we do not 
fill this feeder during the 
summer. Why? Well, one of 
the main reasons is that the 
winter patrons completely 
ignore it during the warm 
weather months. 

Primarily we put out thistle 
seed to entice the goldfinches. 
They are such charming little 
birds that it is a joy to have 
them around. They are free 
spirits and independent. 

Although more than willing 
to freeload on our handouts 
when the weather is bad, they 
have never shown any in- 
clination to continue visiting 
our feeders once the first crop 
of dandelions bloom in the late 
spring. Neither the thistle 
seeds nor the sunflower seeds, 
which they seem to so dearly 
love, are much of a drawing 
card when Mother Nature 
starts providing. 

This streak of independence 
is not the only way in which 
the goldfinches differ from the 
other birds whom we consider 
bird feeder birds. Most of 
them are now finishing the 
spring and summer job of 
family rearing but only in late 
July and August do the 
goldfinches begin. 

Whereas with most birds the 
males select their territories, 
then try to attract the females

and talk them into raising the 
family in the chosen area, the 
selecting of mates . occurs 
while the goldfinches are still 
in flocks. They apparently 
pick out a home site together. 

They are choosy about 
/where the family will be 
raised too. The one thing 
which must be available is a 
good stand of thistles or 
milkweed. The females build 
the nests, usually near the end 
of a branch of a small tree or 
shrub about five feet from the 
ground. 

However, where none are 
available, goldfinches nests 
have been found as much as 20 
feet high in larger trees. 
Always though thistles or 
milkweed are nearby. These 
plants afford both building 
material and food. 

The lady golds are expert 
builders and weave nests 
which are usually water tight 
for a few hours. Construction 
takes about a week. They use 
fibers from the thistle and 
milkweed plants ‘and spider 
threads to bind everything 
together. 

Being opportunists they 
have also been known to 
gather material from other 
bird nests — and who can 
blame them for pilfering from 
the recently abandoned 
homes, such readily available 
nesting material would be a 
shame not to use. 

The small nest cups are 
lined with a thick and soft 
layer of thistle seed fluff or 
milkweed down. Usually five 
bluish white eggs are laid. 

While the females take on 
the sole responsibility of in- 
cubating their eggs, the males 
are attentive mates who bring 
food to the nest for them. Food 
consisting primarily of weed 
seeds, thistle or milkweed, of 
course. 

Once the eggs hatch the 
males help their mates feed 
the kids. In fact, they usually 
bring the food to them and let 
the ladies feed the youngsters. 

Here again the wild 
canaries differ from the 
majority of song birds for 
instead of stuffing wriggly and 
crawly down the little throats 
of the hatchlings, they eat the 
rough weed seeds and feed the 
kids by regurgitation. 

If a second brood is to be 
raised the males take charge 
of the youngsters once they 
are able to leave the nest. This 
frees the females to begin 
constructing a new home — 
shades of the cardinals. 

If just one brood is to be 
raised it apparently is a joint 
effort. In summing up it seems 
appropriate that the gold- 
finches, who make such an 
interesting color change as the 
males go from winter drab to 
summer bright, are consistent 
and have an interesting life 
style. We do miss their cheery 
presence in the summer 
though.

Tecumseh City Council set 
wheels in motion Monday 
night to enable the United 
Savings Bank to finance 
construction of its new main 
banking office on East 
Chicago Blvd. with tax 
exempt revenue bonds 
through the Lenawee County 
Economic Development 
Corporation. 

Bank is seeking $2 million in 
loans to build new main office. 

In compliance with the 
enabling legislation, Michigan 
Public Act 338 of 1974, 
Tecumseh city council defined 
the bank “‘project area” and 
“project district area” and set 
a public hearing date. 

The project area is com- 
monly known a the Vescio 
building on East Chicago 
Blvd. This is where the 
development will take place. 
The project district area is the 
area affected by the project. 
This is the entire city block. 
The public hearing will be 8:30 
p.m. Sept. 18 at city hall. 

That hearing will be the first 
in a series of city and county 


public hearings апа legal 
steps before the bonds are 
issued. 

“This is being done not to 
determine whether or not they 
will build a bank, but whether 
or not it will be financed 
through the Lenawee County 
Economic Development 
Corporation,” explained 
Michael Marshall, 
representative of the Lenawee 
Chamber of Commerce and 
county EDC. 

The Lenawee County 
Economic Development 
Corporation was formed Sept. 
1977. It operates with a 15 
member board, selected by 
the Lenawee County Board of 
Commissioners and 
represents a cross-section of 
geographical areas and oc- 
cupations. Tecumseh's 
representatives are Council 
member Jay  Tressler, 
Assistant City Manager Paul

The EDC is capable of

public hearing.” 

During the public hearings, 
the who, what, when, where, 
how and why of the project 
will be discussed to determine 
whether or not this is the 
method of financing that 
Should be used. Input will 
come from the public, City 
Council, County Board of 
Commissioners and city and 
county planning commissions 
during the process. 

Final decision rests with 
county board. But if a local 
government  vetoed the 
project along the way, 
chances of county approval 
may be smaller, Marshall 
pointed out. In this case, he 
said he foresaw no problems. 

Financing through the EDC 
is available to industry, 
commercial businesses, 
recreation projects and len- 
ding institutions. In contrast, 
municipalities can only issue 
bonds for industry, not 
commercial enterprises, etc. 
The only limitation of the 
method, noted Marshall, is 
that the bonds have to be 
salable. '"This works well for 
those who have sound 
financial footing," Marshall 
said.

Ha ha, a bluejay zoomed out 
of the nearby maple tree and 
made an awkward landing on 
the south end of the near-my- 
window feeder. Perhaps what 
I had heard was a bluejay. 
These birds have a way ‘with 
sunflower seeds which results 
in a noise similiar to what I 
had been hearing. 

If they are going to eat the

After all, the bluejay is a 
large bird with a big bill. And 
when he whacks it against a 
hard sunflower seed he makes 
quite a noise.

Aug. 12 I had the pleasure of 
attending “The Unsinkable 
Molly Brown” at the Croswell 
Opera House, Adrian. The 
Tecumseh participants in the 
musica] comedy were 
thoroughly entertaining. The 
play was the last in the 
Croswell Summer Theater 
season. 

The plot; set in 19005, 
chronicles. the ‘exploits of 
Molly Tobin Brown, a fiesty 
Hannibal, Mo. native deter- 
mined to gain fortune and 
respectability. Her mountain 
manners -rub second 
generation Denver socialites 
the wrong way. A lone friend 
advises a European. trip to 
refine Molly’s zest for high 
society. 

Her adoring spouse, Johnny 
“Leadville” Brown, croons 
“ГИ Never Say No" and Molly 
drags him across Europe in 
search” of culture. Ram- 
bunctious Molly makes a hit 
with royalty but her marriage 
Starts to sink after an un- 
successful attempt to play her

Back in Europe, alone, 
Molly realizes her life is 
amiss. Aboard a lifeboat in the 
mid-Atlantic, Molly at last 
discovers her courage makes 
her an admirable lady.

“Molly Brown" did not lack 
luster. It did lack local actors.

Marshall Celebrates 15th 


Annual Historic Home Tour 


The 15th annual Historic 
Home Tour Sept.9-10 in 
Marshall celebrates “50 Years 
of Pride and Preservation.” 
Then mayor Harold C. Brooks, 
now 93, started civic 
preservation in Marshall in 
1928 when he restored a for- 
mer livery stable and 
presented it as the new city 
hall to Marshall. 

Nine private homes and four 
historic structures, adapted as 
museums, will be open. They 
range in age from 1840 to 1887. 
Italianate styles are 
predominate. 

The sponsoring Marshall 
Historical Society salutes 
Trinity Episcopal Parish 
(1861), the church that started 
the tour. Historical society 
took over tour duties in 1967. 


There are six "Downtown 
Diversions," a related tour 
event calling attention to the 
town's concern for historic 


preservation in the business 
district. A current downtown 
revitalization program, 
partially funded by the U.S. 
Department of the Interior 
through the Michigan History 
Division, is reflected by the 
“diversions.” 

All of them have restored 
19th Century storefonts, with 
appropriate interiors, and are 
open both days to visitors. 

Roving minstrels, antique 
sales, socials, an art fair, 
smorgasbords, band concerts, 
a Civil War encampment and 
full-scale “Battle of Capitol 
Hill,” barbershop quartet 
singing and numerous other 
activities recall the past. 

The grand parade will be 
held both. days of the tour.

A lone gunman escaped with 
over $1,000 from the A&P store 
here early last Wednesday 
evening and there are few 
clues in the robbery, Merlin 
Mowery, police chief, reports.

Maurice Spear Campus in 
Adrian is a court-operated 
complex with short-term 
detention cénter, long-term 
treatment center and special 
education sehoot directed 
toward - 13-17 year old 
delinquents, male and female, 
who have become un- 
managable at home. They are 
wards of the probate court. 

Studies have shown that 
there is a 50 percent 
recidivism rate among former 
MSC students that return to 
their home school. The af- 
tercare program is designed 
to reduce that percentage and 
hopefully eliminate it. 

Upon release from Maurice 
Spear mpus during the 
school year, students will 
return to Tecumseh High 
School, Three or four students 
are expected to participate in 
the one-year pilot program. 
All will be residents of the 
Tecumseh School District. 

The after-care program is 
designed to assist the student 
in his or her rehabilitation and 
return to a normal school 
setting. Volunteer staff 
members at Tecumseh High 
School will work as teacher 
representatives on a one-to- 


one basis with the students for 
90 days. 

The teacher representatives 
will monitor the student's 
overal academic progress, 
attendance and social ad- 
justment. Periodic  con- 
ferences will be held with the 
teacher representative, 
student and Maurice Spear 
Campus staff. 

After 90 days, a termination 
review wilt be held to see if the 
student is ready to be on his

They have green beans, lima 
beans, cucumbers, corn and 
peppers, all locally grown, 

Produce may be purchased 
in small amounts just for 
eating or by the bushel for 
canning and freezing. They 
carry a large variety of 
canning jars and freezing 
supplies, also. 

German Orchard, also on 
Rogers Highway, has 
available pick your own green 
beans, yellow wax beans, and 
tomatoes. Corn, cucumbers, 
and squash are also sold. 
Canning and freezing peaches 
are available right now. 
During their busy fall apple 
season, make an appointment 
to see their own cider mill in 
operation. They have several 
varieties of fall apples that 
will be ripe in mid-September. 

Red Apple Orchard, located 
on the corner of Billmyer and 
Sutton is the newest orchard in 
the area. Their red apple 
season starts in mid July and 
extends through the fall with 
over a dozen varieties of 
excellent eating apples. They 
have several varieties of 
peaches and  nectarines 
available right now, too. In 
season, they have hard to find 
asparagus and red and black 
raspberries. All of their fruit 
is picked tree ripened. 

Stevens Orchard, formerly 


the Aiuto Orchard, is on Allen 
Road in Clinton. They have a 
variety of tree ripened fruit 
available, including peaches, 
plums and nectarines. Their 
Bartlett pears will be 
available after Labor Day, as 
well as their pick your own 
apples. 

Meeks Orchard is located 
1/2 mile west of Clinton on 
«105-12. They have available 
peaches, apples, nectarines, 
plums, pears, grapes, sweet 
corn and (lima beans and 
cucumbers on order.) Their 
cider will be available in late 
September, also. 

Keeney Orchards, on M-50 
in Tipton will have their 
Macintosh and Jonathon 
apples ready for picking the 
middie of September. Their 
Red and Yellow Delicious will 
be ready the following week. 
All of their apples are sold on a 
pick your own basis. 

Raisin Valley Orchard, 
located on Valley road bet- 
ween Adrian and Tecumseh, 
has several varieties of pick 
your own apples. They have 
Sweet corn available now, too, 
that.can be purchased by the 
bushel to freeze. 

Many orchards: prefer that 
you call ahead and order what 
you need, especially produce 
that is limited in quantity or 
has a short season. This will 
insure that you get the fresh 
produce when available. 

Of course, this is not a 
complete | list. There аге 
several farms that have pick 
your own’ vegetables, beans, 
corn, tomatoes, cucumbers 
and · potatoes. They аге 
generally listed in the ads in 
the local newspapers, many 
times under farm produce. 
But this list should give you 
some idea of what is available 
and where to find it.

Grass Waterways 


Protect Soil 


Grass  waterways are 
natural or manmade 
watercourses protected 
against erosion by grass 
cover. They serve as safe 
outlets for terraces, divisions 
and contour rows. They may 
also serve as a passageways 
for water that enters your 
farm from other land. 

Good grass waterways are a 
must in controlling. erosion on 
many farms. If. you do not 
bave them, or if they fail tb 
work properly, all parts of.the 
erosion control system. for 
your field may fail; too. 

Your first thought may be 
that you do not want your 
fields cut up by waterways. 
But crossing waterways with 
modern farm machinery is not 
difficult. Made with gentle 
sloping sides, waterways can 
be crossed easily with trac- 
tors. Power lifts simplify the 
job of raising and lowering 
tools during the crossing. · 

It is better to put up with a 
small inconvenience now than 
to be blocked later by a gully. 

A grass waterway is not a 
waste area. It is an essential 
part of the soil and water

conservation treatment of the 
farm and can be used for 
pasture or wildlife cover. 

Next time it rains heavy, 
take a good look at the natural 
drainageways and draws in 
the fields. If there is erosion in 
wese low places where runoff 
water collects and flows 

` swiftly downhill, consider the 
need for a grass waterway.

Operating Millage 
for Local Schools 
_Same As Last Year 


Millage for operating the Tecumseh schools 
for 1978-79 school year will be the same as last 
year, according to action by the School Board 
last Thursday night. 

Although the Board ‘Could TeVy “29 Hills for 
opération, members approved 28.5 of the voted 
29 mills, 1:64 mills for debt retirement - down 
from 1.8 mills - and .7 mills for the library. 

From local taxes, the schools will receive 
$2,924,000 for operation. This is based on one rnill 
equaling $102,597. 

Three debts to be retired include construction 
programs at Sutton and at Tecumseh High 
School. The elementary school has $620,000 left to 
be paid with a scheduled payoff in 1989, and a 
second indebtedness of $130,000 with final 
payment in 1984. 

The recent high school addition has $1,450,000 
remaining with a retirement date of 1995. 

As the school district’s evaluation increases, 
amount of millage for debt retirement 
decreases.

Big Boy, City 
Agreement 
Questioned 


Tecumseh Council 
authorized city attorney Greg 
Forsthoefel to clarify a city 
agreement with the owners of 
the Tecumseh Big Boy. 

The restaurant is located in 
Tecumseh township, just 
outside the city limits on the 
west side of town. When 
township officials would not 
release the property for an- 
nexation by the city, the 
owners agreed to pay in lieu of 
taxes, the current city millage 
less than two mills, which is 
the township assessment, so 
that the restaurant could have 
city sewer and water. 

However, that agreement 
did not mention personal 
property. Big Boy's summer 
tax payment of $1,293 was 
based on real property only, 
along with a statement 
pointing out that the 
agreement was for real 
property and not personal 
property. The difference was 
$688. 


"It was my understanding 
that Big Boy wanted to be full 
partners and we have 
therefore been billing water as 
if the property were in the 
City," city manager Cal Zorn 
told Council. “1 felt that 
Council should be appraised of 
the situation and perhaps the 
difference resolved.” 


“I intended at the time of 
the suggestion that it include 
only real property and not 
personal property," said 
Council member Harold 
Easton. “I don't believe we're 
providing full services. All we 
do is provide them with sewer 
and water and that's all 
You're not snow plowing, 
you're not lighting the street.” 

“I think we should try to 
negotiate it,” said Council 
member Len DeMoss. “АП I 
remember was them being 
charged the same as a 

in Tecumseh except 
fire millage.” Council 
members Mary Bowers and 
Carlton Cook agreed with 
DeMoss.

Zorn told Council that

A plan for the delivery of full 
services to learning disabled 
children in Lenawee County 
has been developed with the 
aid of local school districts, 
principals, teachers, 
Superintendents, parents and 
certain advisors on state and 
local levels. 

Full implementation of the 
plan is projected for the school 
year 1982-83 at whffch time the 
full compliment of 
professionals, 17, should be 
available to serve those 
children thorughout the 
county with learning 
disabilities. 

Plans call for five classroom 
programs and 12 consultants 
to work with youngsters in 
their local school districts 
while the youngsters remain 
in their regular classroom 
programs. 

Currently the. State of 
Michigan Board of Education 
has adopted only interim 
guidelines to identify a 
learning disabled child. 
Estimates range from two 
percent to as high as 20 per- 
cent of the school population 
as having a possible learning 
disability of one kind or 
another.

August, the walnut tree was 
"losing some of its leaves. 
Suddenly ‘one -of the yellow 
walnut leaves. drifted down 
and ‘lit. next to the young 
chickadee. Опе almost died of 
fright. He ‘jumped and quit 
hollering right in the middle of 
a scream. A terrifying ex- 
perience, 

There are still many 
unanswered questions about 
our young chickadees. 
Questions such as where were 
they raised and where was the 
rest of their family. These are 
gregarious birds who, except 
during the family rearing 
period, travel in flocks. They 
enjoy the company of their 
own kind but freely associate 
with other small birds. 

In the ‘late spring the 
chickadees pair up, leave the 
flock and seek nesting sites. 
There is some indication that 
once mated, a pair may stay 
together for life. A пісе 
thought. 

Chickadees аге cavity 
nesters who either use an 
abandoned woodpecker's nest 
or find a dead stump or branch 
of a tree and excavate their 
own hole. Both male and 
female work hard at the 
'digging out' but she has the 
sole responsibility for building 
the nest. 

Excavation may take as 
much ás 10 days, the con- 
struction of the nest about 
four. A normal clutch of eggs 
numbers six to eight, the 
female does the incubating 
but, once the eggs hatch, both 
parents share the hard work of 
feeding the always hungry 
youngsters. The kids stay in 
the nest almost 17 days and 
the family group stays 
together from three to four 
weeks after this. 

Thus we had legitimate 
reasons for wondering where 
the rest of our chickadee 

nfamily was. They. certainly 
had not been on their own for 
long.

Guilty Pleas 
Are Rejected 


Guilty pleas . of two 
Tecumseh men were rejected 
by Judge Rex Martin Tuesday 
during their arraignments in 


circuit court on robbery , 


charges in two separate in- 
cidents. 

The court rejected the guilty 
plea of Jobie G. Ruple, 19, of 
Tecumseh, on the charge of 
armed robbery at the Village 
Market, Palmyra, Aug. 26. 

Trial date is Oct. 19, at 9:30 
a.m. in circuit court. 

However, the court ac- 
cepted the guilty plea of Ricky 
Spiegel, 17, of Blissfield, on 
charges of armed robbery in 
thesame incident. Spiegel was 
remanded to custody of the 
Lenawee County sheriff, 
pending sentencing. 

Spiegel was also arraigned 
Tuesday.on a second charge of 
assault with intent to rob while 
armed at Lytton's Shell, 
Manitou Beach, Aug. 29 
Spiegel stood mute. The court 
entered a not guilty plea and 
set trial for Nov. 14 in circuit 
court. 

Also in that Aug. 29 incident, 
Terry Stoddard, 17, of 
Tecumseh, was bound over on 
a charge of attempted armed 
robbery. Maximum penalty is 
five years. 

The court rejected Stod- 
dard's guilty plea and the 
matter is being held in 
abeyance, pending the out- 
come of an appeal by the 
prosecution. 

Stoddard was originall 
charged with assault wi 
intent to rob while armed. 
Maximum penalty is life.

Firemen Opening 
Doors to Public 


The Tecumseh Firemen’s Association will 
have an open house Sunday, Sept. 24 beginning at 
1 p.m. in the city parking lot behind the city 
fire barn onS. Evans St. 

The three hour program is planned for Tecumseh 
residents to drop in anytime during the activities 
to witness firemen rehearse rescue maneuvers 
with fire equipment. 

Extraction of accident victims will be demon- 
strated with the jaws of life, which are used to 
pry open car doors after a crash. Equipment 
used in roof fires, including the department six- 
man ladder and cherry picker will be put into 
service. Air masks, purchased through firemen’s 
association fund raising activities, will be demon- 
strated. 

The “Slide for Life” safety belt, used in fight- 
ing roof fires, will be used. Cardio-Pulmonary 
Resuscitation (CPR) and mouth-to-mouth resus- 
citation will be demonstrated. Blood pressure 
check will be offered. Statistics on pumping 
capacity of fire trucks will be posted. New and 
antique nozzles will be available for inspection. 

Firemen want to demonstrate the equipment 
available to them in dealing with fires, how it 
works and why the firemen use the methods they 
employ. 

“We want the people to have a better under- 
standing of the different things we do,” said Fire 
Chief Wallace MacGeorge. ‘‘What we will be 
doing (at the open house) will be similar to a 
practice session. We continue to improve and 
become more efficient as a department through 
these drills. We want to stress the use of 
smoke detectors-in the home-and make people 
more fire conscious, more safety conscious and 
prevent as many fires as we сап.” 

Firemen's wives will serve cookies and coffee. 
Decals for children's and invalids rooms will be 
available. 

The department consists of 18 firemen, includ- 
ing three full-time city employes. Two men are 
currently serving as auxiliary firemen. Anyone 
interested in joining the department will have an 
opportunity to find out more about it. 

The demonstrations precedes National Fire 
Prevention Week, Oct. 8-14, which will be 
climaxed in Tecumseh by the annual Firemen's 
Ball. The department is taking advantage of the 
fair weather to have outdoor open house, Sept. 24.

Mediation Schedule 
in Contract Dispute 


Tecumseh schools and Tecumseh Education 
Association are scheduled for mediation on Fri- 
day, Sept: 22, in an effort to reach a new contract 
for the teachers. 

Mediation was requested by the TEA. A state 
mediator will meet with TEA officials and Supt. 
Robert Duhan and Gene Cooley, assistant superin- 
tendent, who have been negotiating for the School 
Board. 

An impasse has developed on items still on the 
bargaining table. According to last week's news 
release from the TEA, these items include class 
size, split classes, mainstreaming, length of day 
and salaries. 

Duhan and Cooley met with the TEA negotiating 
team for approximately two hours Tuesday night, 
and ‘10е if any" progress was made, Cooley 
reported. Prior to this meeting, Duhan and Cooley 
met with the entire School Board last Thursday 
night to discuss labor relations. 

State mediator could, or possibly not, make 
recommendations to both parties for settlement. 


$15,000 Damages 


in House Fire 


The David Brock home, 415 W. Logan St., 
sustained $15,000 damage in a fire early Sunday. 
No one was at home at the time. 

The fire broke out around 12:25 a.m. Tecumseh 
Fire Chief Wallace MacGeorge said the cause of 
the fire may have been faulty electric wiring. 
Fire started in the floor joist between the first 
and second floor of the wooden frame home. It 
damaged the second floor and attic of the build- 
ing. 

Sixteen Tecumseh firefighters were on the 
scene throughout the night. The blaze was under 
control after 90 minutes, but men had to stay at 
the home until about 6 a.m.. due to smoldering 
insulation. 

Structural damage was estimated at $10,000 
and $5,000 damage to the contents. Smoke and 
water damaged some antiques. Couple had re- 
portedly completed some restoration of the house. 
Neighbors reported seeing smoke from the home 
and contacted the fire department. 

Firemen were called again Monday afternoon 
when sewer gas was leaking out of the pipes, 
but there was no rekindling of the fire. 


Student Count: 3,598 


Enrollment in the Tecumseh schools, taken 
Tuesday, was 3,598 or about the number projected 
by school officials for state aid purposes. Official 
enrollment will be taken on the last Friday of this 
month. 

Officials had projected an enrollment of 3,625, 
or 27 more than Tuesday's count. Adult ed 
students, however, have not been counted, and 
they're expected to push the total enrollment well 
over 3,600. 

Kindergarten through sixth grade enrollment is 
up by 30 pupils, but junior high enrollment is down 
48 students. High school count is the same as last 
year.

If agreement'is not reached through the 
mediator, next step could be fact finding, a de- 
tailed analysis of the situation. Fact finding, how- 
ever, is also not binding. 

TEA represents 158 teachers in the system with 
the teachers now working without a contract on 
a day-to-day basis. 

School Board still has a contract with the bus 
drivers to work out, but progress is being made. 
Next meeting is scheduled for Wednesday, Sept. 
20th. 


Two Hearings 
before Council 


Tecumseh City Council will have two public 
hearings at Monday night's meeting, Council 
meeting itself begins at 7:30 p.m. at city hall. 

The first public hearing at 8 p.m. is to hear 
comments on reducing real estate and personal 
property taxes 50 percent for 12 years for an 
Ann Arbor company that wants to relocate in 
Tecumseh. 

The proposed tax break for Jebco Manufactur- 
ing Company, an automotive parts manufactur- 
ing business, is possible through implementing 
Michigan Public Act 198. 

Jebco has selected 610 S. Maumee St., former 
home of Standard Steel, for its relocation and 
expansion. Company's plans call for expansion 
that will total 18,000 sq. ft., tripling the size of the 
S. Maumee building. 

All taxing governments must approve of the 
break for the company before it can be effected. 
There is no reimbursement from the state for the 
reduced taxes. 

Council indicated at a previous meeting that 
there may be some questions from existing 
Tecumseh industries on this procedure. 

The second public hearing at 8:30 p.m. will 
enable public comment on financing the new 
United Savings Bank main office through the 
Lenawee County Economic Development Corpor- 
ation. 

The new bank is planned for the site commonly 
called the Vescio property on East Chicago Blvd. 

The LCEDC is capable, under Michigan Public 
Act 338, to assemble and develop parcels of 
property on behalf of industrial and commercial 
enterprises. 

Advantages of this financing are a lower in- 
terest rate and longer payback period for the 
business. 

“Ме could easily finance the new building by 
another method, but why do that when we can 
obtain funds with a better interest rate through 
sources that are available to us," said Ken 
McElroy, U.S.B. board chairman. 

Tecumseh City Council is not involved in the 
loan, but is holding the public hearing to comply 
with certain provisions in the public act. A 
complicated series of public hearings and meet- 
ings will continue at county and city levels until 
the procedure is completed. 

Residents in the proposed bank development 
block were concerned that the bank was going to 
buy their property. This is not the case. The bank 
already owns property it plans to build on. 

Assistant City Manager Paul Preston said that 
he personally talked to residents on the block 
and answered their questions.

A race for four council seats is shaping up for 
the November election as five candidates are cir- 
culating petitions for nomination. A sixth petition 
has already been completed and filed with Tecum- 
seh City Clerk Vera Gardner. 

Newcomer Roy Hella, 1002 Sunset, has returned 
his candidate's petition, Another newcomer John 
J. Kish, 406 Seminole, was still circulating his 
petition Tuesday afternoon. 

Carlton Cook, 140 W. Brown, requested his 
nominating petition this past week and joined 
incumbents James H. Palmer, 1102 Shady Lane, 
Jay Tressler, 311 W. Chicago Blvd. and Mary 
Bowers, 603 Red Mill Dr. in seekihg nomination 
and a chance at being re-elected.

merit scholarships to be 
awarded in th spring of 1979. 

Semifinalists, the highest- 
scoring students in each state, 
are named from over 1 million 
students enrolled in. 18,000 
high schools who entered the 
1979 Merit Program by taking 
the 1977 Preliminary 
Scholarship Aptitude Test— 
National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying. Test (PSAT— 
NMSQT). 

The number of semifinalists 
named in each state is 
proportional to that state's 
percentage of the nation’s 
total graduating senior class. 
Semifinalists, most of whom 
will complete high school and 
enter college in 1979, 
represent the top half of 
one percent of their state's 
graduating seniors. 

To be considered for Merit 
Scholarships, semifinalists 
must advance to finalist 
standing by meeting further 
requirements. These 
requirements include being 
fully endorsed and recom- 
mended for scholarships by 
their secondary school 
principals, presenting school 
records that confirm high 
academic standing, and 
substantiating their high 
qualifying test scores with 
equivalent scores on a second 
examination. 

Over 90 percent of the 
semifinalists are expected to 
qualify as finalists and to 
receive certificates of merit 
next February. All winners of 
merit scholarships will be 
chosen fvom the highly able 
group of finalist. 

All semifinalists who attain 
finalist status will compete on 
a state-by-state basis for at 
least 1,000 National Merit 
$1,000 scholarships. The 
National Merit $1,000 
scholarships are one-time 
nonrenewable awards sup- 
ported by grants to NMSC 
from business and industrial 
organizations. A selection 
committee of professionals in 
college admissions and 
counseling is convened an- 
nually to select the 1,000 
winners. 

Finalists who meet the 
preferential criteria 
designated by grantors will 
also be considered for about 
3,100 four-year merit 
scholarships to be offered in 
1979. About 1,400 of these 
awards will be supported by 
grants to the merit program 
from corporations, foun- 
dations, unions, and 
professiomal associations; 
some 1,700 four-year merit 
scholarships will be un- 
derwritten by U.S. colleges 
and universities.

Farmers Visit 
No-Till Farms 


MACON — Area farmers 
attended No-Till Field Day at 
the Paul Schafer farm in 
Macon Township. The event 
was co-sponsored by the 
Lenawee Soil Conservation 
District, Ortho Chemical 
Company and Shafer's Farm 
Supply. 

The idea of the field day was 
held.to acquaint farmers with 
no-till concepts and to visit 
some no-till plots. As the name 
implies no-till farming means 
just that. There is ^ до s 
such as plowing 
Well Sre codi iei 
chemically. 

Paul Schafer of Schafer's 
Farm Supply, planted 10 no- 
till corn test plots on 10 dif- 
ferent farms in the county. 
Plot sizes ranged from five to 
10 acres. Several of these plots 
were visited on the tour. Also 
Dan's Farm Supply demon- 
strated how a no-till planter 
works. 

Ortho chemical resen- 
tative Yuvonne Balentine 
pointed out several ad- 
vantages to no-till farming, 
including labor savings, fuel 
savings and moisture 
retention. 

Tom Thrall of the Soil 
Conservation Service pointed 
out that there are many ad- 
vantages to no-till farming. 
The Soil Conservation Service 
is particularly excited about 
the erosion control benefits. 
“With more farmers going to 
continuous corn and beans 
without rotating alfalfa, we 
are experiencing erosion 
above acceptable levels,” 
Thrall stated. “No-till may 
prove to be the answer to this 
dilemma.” 

One stop on the tour 
dramatically demonstrated 
the erosion benefits. Farmer 
John Hewlett planted two 
adjacent fields of corn. Both 
werè hilly. One field was 
planted im the conventional 
way, the other using the no-till 
methods. Both fields looked 
good, however the erosion was 
evident on the conventional 
field were sediment. six i 
ches deep at the bottom of 
slope was observed. The no-till 
field had absolutely no 
evidence of erosion. 

It was pointed out that no-till 
farming is not for everyone, 
nor is it a cure -all. “Unless а 
farmer is a good manager and 
is a good conventional corn 
grower, I don't feel that no-till 
is a way for him to grow 
corn," Thrall said.

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A confrontation ееп the Tecumseh Education 
Association and School Board occurred here Mon- 
day night when over 100 teachers marched en 
masse to protest recent board action and to seek 
resumption of negotiations for a new contract. 

It illustrated support of the TEA and its nego- 
tiating team. It also illustrated a widening gap in 
feelings and differences between the Board and 
teachers. 


Unfair Labor Charges Filed 


Unfair labor practice charges against the 
Tecumseh School Board were filed with the Mich- 
igah Employment Relations Commission Wed- 
nesday, according to Duane Winters, executive 
director of the Lenawee County Education Asso- 
ciation. 

Winter said authorization for the filing came 
Wednesday morning from the Michigan Education 
Association. 

The State Commission will schedule a hearing 
date with an administrative law judge hearing 
positions of both parties, the local Board and 
Tecumseh Education Association. 


Specific purpose of the confrontation was the 
returning of confidential and personal letters, 
signed by William Macbeth, president of the Board. 
These letters, outlining the Board’s salary offer 
of Sept. 12th, had been sent directly to the tea- 
chers and not through the teachers’ negotiating 
team. 

At Monday night's regular monthly Board meet- 
ing, Nancy Kinnard, president of the Association, 
turned over the letters and read the following 
statement: 


"Ladies and gentlemen of the Board - Mr. Mac- 
beth, on behalf of the Tecumseh Education Asso- 
ciation, I have been instructed to return these 
letters, which are no longer confidential, and make 
the following statement: 

We are offended and shocked by your tactic to 
undermine the credibility of our bargaining team 
and henceforth wish all communications to the 
Association members to be communicated via the 
bargaining team. We further challenge you to 
return to the table quickly and to bargain in good 
faith as prescribed by Public Act 379.” 


Shortly after her statement, the Board went into 
executive session without commenting on her 
statement. School officials were asked Tuesday 
morning if they wished to comment on the TEA's 
statement, and there was none. 

's letter to the teachers, dated Sept. 
15th, explained the Board's proposed salary pack- 
age over a three-year period. Each letter was 
confidential and personal, listing the teacher's 
current salary plus his or her projected salary 
through 1980-81. 


Accompanying the letter was a cost of living 


TEA Statement 
Criticizes Board 


The members of the Tecumseh Education 
Association this evening have displayed their 
alarm and dismay at Mr. Macbeth's con- 
fidential letter to each teacher urging ratifi- 
cation immediately. Such action tends to un- 
dermine good faith bargaining as required by 
law. 

The Board has refused to deal with all 
remaining issues such as class size, split 
grades. (two elementary grades in the same 
room), and mainstreaming until salary is 
settled. We'just don't understand their attitude 
of take it or leave it, We are simply asking 
‘for parity with the 1974-76 salary level. 

The Board can afford to pay us (even after 
returning % mill to the taxpayers) what we 
have earned in the past, and we believe it 
is unreasonable for them to expect us to take 
a cut in real wages. 

The take it or leave it profile of the Board 
threatens the proud tradition of the Tecumseh 
Public Schools and endangers the welfare of 
our young people by potential demoralization 
and disruption of service.

Council also authorized the 
mayor to sign a six-year lease 


with Raymond and Emily 
Dubrinsky, to rent their 
property behind Ken-Ray 
Drugs for $1 a year. Property 
will be utilized in the city’s 
auto parking system. In ex- 
change, the city will remove 
the  Dubrinsky parking 
property from the tax rolls for 
the duration of the city's lease 

Both the Beal and the 
Dubrinsky property are shown

' GAS EXPLOSION RIPPED HOUSE BEFORE FLAMES FINISHED DESTROYING IT 


Blast, Fire Destroy House; 
Loss Estimated at $45,000 


Residence of the Alexander 
Prajzners at 738 S. Union St. 
was completely destroyed 
Monday morning when the 
gas-filled house exploded and 
burned. ' 

Firemen estimate the loss at 
$30,000 for the house and 
$15,000 for contents. Nothing 
inside the house was saved. 

Tecumseh Fire Department 


was called at 11:20 and when 
they arrived moments later, 
the house was beyond saving. 
Only a shell now remains.

Leaking gas apparently had 
filled up the house. 

CP employee, Clinton Hoag, 
of 203 S. Oneida, was in the 
excavation area attempting to 
drive a wooden plug into the 
gas line when the house blew. 
Hoag was injured in the blast 
and taken to Herrick Hospital 
for treatment of second 
degree burns. 


The explosion knocked the 
house off its foundation and 
caved in walls: Ensuing 
flames consumed all contents, 
including furniture, ap- 
pliances and the family 
clothing.

Bids High - 
Delay Work 


BRITTON — 

bids on the аса 
sewer project меге 23 percent 
higher than authorized 
finances, causing. another 
delay in the eight-year-old 
project that was scheduled to 
begin construction this year 
reported Donald Mitchell, 
County Drain Commissioner. 
Project must now wait until 
new finances are worked out. 

Construction bids opened 
Aug. 31 were 58 percent higher 
than the estimate on the sewer 
section and 34 percent higher 
on the treatment site work. 

The total estimated cost of 
the project was. about $2.1 
million. Bids received would 
have boosted the cost to about 
$2.6 million. This made the 
project cost higher than 
authorized finances. 

"We have concluded that 
these bids cannot be accepted. 
However, the EPA has not yet 
permitted them to be rejec- 
ted," said Mitchell in a press 
release. “We must now prove 
that these bids are 
unreasonable and ипас- 
ceptable to EPA in order for 
them to approve their full 
Share funding of new bids 
later." 

“Meanwhile, the special 
assessments levied by the 
township and village remain 
in effect. The project is not 
dead. Only delayed until 
revised costs and finances are 
worked ош,” Mitchell ex- 
plained. 

Local planners have faced 
several frustrating delays on 
the Britton-Ridgeway sewer 
project. The U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency finally granted, in 
Jan. 1978, 75 percent of the 
estimated construction cost of 


$1,117,200 in federal funds, The... : 
state granted five percent ор-: 


$75,961. 

The county authorized the 
issue of $820,000 in bonds to 
help the local communities 
finance their share of the 
project over 20 years. The 
village and township entered 
financing contracts with the 
county for this amount and 
adopted a special assessment 
plan designed to raise the 
revenues to pay off debt costs. 

Mitchell said inflation and 
government deadlines on such 
projects are the reason the 
bids are so high. “There are 
seven bidders. The unit prices 
in those bids are considered 
extremely high. Inflation and 
the crash programs caused by 
the government-imposed 
deadlines is causing labor and 
materials demands for such 
projects to run way out of 
line.” 

Mitchell also commented on 
the effect of the Headlee tax 
limit proposal on the future of 
the sewer project. 

“The Headlee amendment, 
which is expected to be on the 
electors ballot Nov. 7, if 
passed, would have the effect 
of preventing the county from 
issuing bonds to help local 
governments finance such 
projects," Mitchell said. 
“There is not sufficient time 
now to go through the entire 
process of authorizing ad- 
ditional bond financing for this 
project before the Headlee 
amendment would cancel it, if 
it passes. Therefore, we must 
wait and see," 

“Ironically, in this business, 
the Headlee amendment 
would have the effect of 
financially hurting the same 
people it is purported to 
benefit.

This is the first 
year — or at least it 
is ‘one of the few 
years — ‘that we 


have logged much'porch time in September. Warm 
weather lover that I am, it'seemed just super to 
be out so much. Usually there are some hot days 
in September, after school has.started, but they 
are not necessarily porch days. 


Our screen room is on the 
north side.of the house and 
right next to the creek. It 
takes quite a while for it to 
warm up in the morning and it 
cools off quickly in the late 
afternoon. The record 
breaking heat wave of a few 
weeks ago was perfect for our 
porch 

Another unique feature is 
that this screen room is close 
to the top of the creek bank. 
The trees growing on the bank 
put out lower limbs which are 
about at porch level. Thus our 
porch is practically like a tree 
house. And days spent in a 
tree house are fun -- ask any 
kid. 

When those tree-house days 
fall in September they can be 
confusing days, too. We found 
ourselves in the midst of the 
early fall migration of war- 
blers and neither Mom ‘nor 
Gertie T could help me in 
sorting out Roger Tory 
Peterson's ‘‘confusing fall 
warblers." 

Tiny birds, constantly on the 
move, they darted and flitted 
through the trees. There 
would be a fleeting glimpse 
here, a split fraction of a look 
there, and we gave up in utter 
despair. 

Warblers are never easy to 
identify but in the fall they are 
particularly confusing. The 
males .have lost their bright 


courting colors and more. 


closely resemble the females 
and the adolescents. In other 
words, what we saw were little 
birds, mostly dull greenish 
yellow or yellowish green, 
with few identifying marks. 

Some had wing bars, some 
had faint eye stripes, a few 
were dark on the back. We 
finally identified a 
prothonotary warbler and a 
yellow rump spot probably 
was a myrtle warbler. The 
nondescript birds were maybe 
Tenessee warblers. None of 
our identifications were sure 
though. 

All of a sudden one day a 
small greenish yellow bird 
landed on a limb of the 
mulberry tree. It perched in 
front of a leaf, instead of 
hiding in back of it, and 
wonder of wonders -- I knew 
what it was! With those 
darkish wings and whitish 
wing bars it could be nothing 
else but a female goldfinsh. 


She even sounded like one. 

All afternoon she and a 
friend busied themselves in 
the nearby trees. Their visit 
prompted some questions. 
Where were the males and 
what did they look like? One of 
the joys of late winter and 
early spring is watching the 
male goldfinches turn bright 
yellow. In the-fall however, we 
have never seen any half- 
turned back into the dull olive 
of winter. 

Squirrel watching was 
another nice aspect of our 
porch days. Seeing them 
travel along their tree roads, 
doing this watching at close 
range, is completely different 
than the usual views through 
my windows. Day after day 
two young Little Reds played 
their follow-the-leader games. 
Back and forth, back and forth 
they ran. 

Three trees north to the oak 
then they turned around, the 
leader becoming the follower, 
and it was back through the 
mulberry and maples to the 
other turning-around point. 
Sometimes they just ran but 
on other occasions they ran 
and chattered. The 'chirring' 
of a red squrrel is loud and 
quarrelsome. Actually, it is a 
rather unsquirrellike song 
and people not familiar with it 
are always surprised. 

Had Mom and I not known 
better we would have been 
surprised at the actions of a 
big fox squirrel. Scratch, 
scratch and clatter, clatter -- 
without even looking we knew 
a squirrel was running around 
and down the trunk of the 
walnut tree. What a loud noise 
those sharp claws can make. 


When a slight movement 
caught our attention, we both 
looked and there was the 
squirrel jumping to the trunk 
of the mulberry tree. Quiet 
was now the order of the day. 
Up the tree and out on an 
upper limb he stole -- the 
classic description of ‘fog 
creeping in on cat's paws' 
came to mind. As he quickly 
but cautiously moved through 
the trees, we heard not the 
faintest sound 


And this from the squirrel 
who just moments before had 
made such a racket coming 
down this walnut tree halfway 
across the backyard.

Fifty years ago they used to 
say "If you want a long life, 
have parents that live long 
and stay out of airplanes.” 

Joseph F. LeFevre 
disregarded the second half of 
that axiom. Sept. 8 he 
celebrated his 50th an- 
solo 


loaf, 
tots, rye 


flight 

He outlived many of his 
cronies by heeding another 
axiom, ““Үои meet а lot of old 
pilots but not many old bold 
pilots." 

"I've never had any hair 
raising experiences,” said the 
OX-5 aviation pioneer. “I 
always flew within the rules. I 
never stuck my neck out. I 
wanted to live. That's why i'm 
Still here.” 

LeFevre recalled that the 
first solo in Manitowoc, Wisc. 
He flew in a Swallow rag and 
wire biplane powered by a 
World War I Curtiss OX-5 
engine. ( To qualify as an OX-5 
aviation pioneer,. one must 
have flown a plane powered by 
a Curtiss engine prior to 1940.) 

LeFevre's maiden voyage 
was made after only 1 1/2 
hours prior instruction. ''In 
those days if the instructor 
thought you were ready, you 
soloed," said LeFevre. Today 
a pilot has eight to 15 hours of 
flight time logged before 
soloing 

LeFevre's first solo flight 
lasted only 30 minutes 
"Lessons were $15 an hour. I 
earned $15 a week in the 
Manitowoc Shipbuilding 
yards. I couldn’t afford much 
of that," said LeFevre. “In 
those days, those old aircraft 
were pretty rough." 

“И was something I wanted 
to do as a kid. Why does a 
doctor become a doctor? It is 
in the blood and you have to do 
it. It's a particular dedication 
It's an adventure." 

There were no spectators 
when LeFevre soloed. His 
family's reaction to his flying 
was ''negative.'" 

“People had a fear of flying 
People still do. There is no 
visible means of support. They 
don't understand the scientific

principles behind it.” 

Besides, said LeFevre, “1 
didn’t want to be seen by 
anybody in case something 
went wrong.” 

What were the highlights of 
his career? The nationally 
known aviator and aircraft 
businessman stated -wryly, 
“Every take off and landing 
was an achievement.” 

LeFevre said he had worked 
16 years at Meyers Aircraft 
and with Allen H. Meyers in 
the development of the 
Meyers 200, renowned as the 
fastest four place plane of its 
kind. When the design was 
sold to North American 
Rockwell, LeFevre worked 
with its division, Aerocom- 
mander, Albany, Ga. 

He retired in 1966 and 
returned to Tecumseh. “То 
me it is the greatest city in the 
country,” LeFevre ex- 
claimed. 

But LeFevre has not 
stopped building airplanes. He 
is currently designing and 
building a single place racing 
plane. ‘‘The fuselage is about 
complete. Next come the 
wings, power plant and initial 
flight test.” 

A member of the Ex- 
perimental Aircraft 
Association, LeFevre helped 
Steve Wittman, ‘‘the greatest 
racing pilot of all time,” weld 
his Chief Oshkosh with which 
Wittman won the 1937 
Thompson trophy. 

That home built racer 
competed against others built 
by major aircraft companies 
and today it hangs in the 
Smithsonian's new aviation 
museum in Washington, D. C 
"It won more races than any 
airplane in the world," 
LeFevre said. He also served 
on the board,of judges several 
years for ndtional air races 

LeFevre said the largest 
craft he has piloted was a 
Boeing 707 on a training flight 
(not a passenger run) while 
the erew lunched. 

LeFevre owned 
American Eagle, a_ three 
passenger open cockpit 
biplane powered by a World 


an 


War I Curtiss OX-5 engine. 
During his barnstorming 
days, LeFevre and his pilot 
buddies would fly sightseers 
around for two dollars a 
person. In those years, 1935-40,

Robert 
Duhan and Gene Cooley, assistant superintendent, 
representing the School Board, and with the TEA 
negotiating team of which Gary Lovett, high school 
teacher, is spokesman.

The Board of Education through its bargaining 
representatives has bargained in good faith 
since negotiations commenced in January, 1978. 
Throughout this process the education of the 
student, the best use of available tax revenue, 
and the welfare of our employees have been 
paramount in our efforts.

Robert Duhan and his assistant, Gene 
Cooley, worked for another hour and a half only 
to return to the teachers at 12:30 a.m., and report, 
“I’m going to adjourn mediations for the night 
so that Mr. Cooley and Mr. Duhan can do some 
checking.” 

He further stated, “‘If I could smell a settlement 
four or five hours down the road, we would 
continue, but since we are moving at something 
less than an accelerated snail's pace a new date 
for mediation will be established within the first 
two weeks of October.

Late on Monday, after a general Tecumseh 
Education Association meeting, a press release 
from the Association reveals that within the last 
week, the real issue generating the breakdown in 
bargaining appears to center on the Board's 
refusal to effectively bargain in good faith. 

Once again, this time after a mediation session, 
the controls of authority are outside the bargaining 
table and perhaps outside the Tecumseh Public 
School system. This continual battering that the 
Association and administration must experience 
at the table tends to make a mockery of the 
bargaining laws, frustrating both teams' members 
who must continue to live with each other while 
providing for the education and well-being of our 
youngsters in this community. 

Meanwhile, those who control the strings of 
settlement, sit in their offices and do. not 
experience this frustration. 

In examining the historical background of the 
predicament we face, certain patterns begin to 
emerge. 


Never in the history of Tecumseh Public 
Schools bargaining have the Superintendent 
and the Assistant Superintendent received 
so little trust and authority at the table 
from the Board of Education. 

Never in the history of Tecumseh Public 
Schools bargaining has the Board projected 
а “take it or leave" attitude. 

Never in the history of Tecumseh Public 
Schools bargaining have private sector labor 
relations tactics been applied (such as send- 
ing confidential letters implying individual 
bargaining). 

Never in the history of Tecumseh Public 
Schools bargaining has the Board created 
a climate to induce a strike. 


The implication of such patterns would lead 
one to believe that the consequences of a pro- 
longed labor dispute would be devastating to our 
young people. 

'rherefore, on behalf of the community, the 
Tecumseh Education Association challenges the 
Board of Education and Mr. Duhan and Mr. 
Cooley to a marathon bargaining session to 
resolve all unsettled issues. *

The collection system has 
been financed through 
Tecumseh's share of federal 
revenue sharing funds since 
the city started to receive 
them in. 1972. Prior to the 
revenue sharing . funds, 
households were billed on the 
utility bill for a minimurn of 50 
bags annually. e 

Lenawee Disposal is now the 
contractor. 

"I hope that there will be 
adequate. time for response 
from the citizens," Council 
member Len DeéMoss started 
the discussion. 

“It’s always in the middle of 
winter. They go three to four 
weeks without pick up. I don't 
see anything in the contract 
that would give the citizen an 
option,” DeMoss expjained: 

"Maybe additional bags 
should be given to those who 
have more than the average 
number of people,” suggested 
Council me r James. H. 
Palmer. He suggested 
households with one to three 
members be given 50 bags;

Hear Alley Plans 


Three schemes to try 
prevent another flooding 
disaster in the alley of the 
northwest business block were 
reviewed by Council Sépt. 18 
with no action. 

City manager was asked to 
discuss the plans with 
property owners involved. 

Aug. 7, Trickey's new ad- 
dition on N. Evans was flooded 
when three inches of rain fell 
inhalf an hour. Since that time 
city engineer Kipke has been 
studying the storm sewers and 
water conditions in the alley 
behind Trickey's Inc.

Council Has 


Clean Water 
Presentation 


Tecumseh City Council 
heard a ‘presentation from 
Arthur Laing of Clean-Flo 
Lake Improvement, Hopkins, 
Minn. on lake restoration. 
Council took no action. 


The company operates as a 
lake management service, to 
help municipalities clean 
aquatic environments 
through a technique called 
multiple inversion that speeds 
up the _ natural 
cleaning process of lakes and 
streams. Specially prescribed 
nutrients are used to restore 
natural checks and balances. 


Company has worked on 
projects across the country. It 
offers a money back 
guarantee on its work based 
on the percentage of goals 
achieved. 


City manager Cal Zorn said 
that his primary interest in 
learning about the method 
was its possible benefits to the 
city’s swim lake, commonly 
known as “the Pit" at 
Tecumseh Park. 


Laing gave the city “а firm 
uote" of $3,500 for a 
easibility study. Ordinarily 
he said that they charge a 
minimum of $1,500 per lake.

Laing estimated the cost to 
utilize the multiple inversion 
system at the swim lake as 
$10,000.

All users over 10 million 
gallons pay for sewer charges 
only which are .23 cents per 
1,000 gallons of water usage. 

“The homeowner is 
penalized, even if he or she is 
very prudent in the use of 
water while it is to the ad- 
vantage of the industrial user 
to consume as much water as 
possible, — if consumption is 
near break point in rates, it is 
definitely to one’s advantage 
to pour it out on the ground to 
move into. the next higher 
consumption category,” Kline 
stated in her letter.

ENERGY CONSERVATION 
by Paul Preston, 
Assistant City Manager and 
Director of Community Development 

Even though I am sure that we do not want to 
think about it, winter is fast approaching and 
with it increased utility bills. 

*a""Fnc.. аге a number of programs available to 
homeowners to assist in winterizing their home, 
installation of additional insulation and help 
with payment of utility bills. 

There are certain eligibility requirements for 
most of the programs listed below. The purpose 
of this article is to give you a brief overview of 
the programs available. 

If you should require additional information or. 
wish to check eligibility requirements for à parti- 
cular program you should contact agencies 
mentioned in this article. 

Electricity and Fuel Bills: If your utilities 
have been shutoff, if your utilities will be shutoff 
due to nonpayment of bills, and if your income 
does not exceed 25 percent of poverty level, you 
may qualify for assistance through the Commun- 
ity Action Agency Crisis Intervention Program 
or through the Michigan Department of Social 
Services Energy Assistance Program. 

A similar program is available to those over 
60 years of age through the Michigan Office of 
Services to the Aging., 

Home Improvement/Repair Grant: Through 
the Department of Social Services ADC and SSI 
recipients may be eligible for a home/ repair 
grant of up to $500 to correct health and safety 
hazards in the home, such as major fire damage, 
a defective furnace, etc. 

For those 60 years of age and older and subject 
to certain other eligibility requirments, the Mich- 
igan Office of Services to the Aging provides 
home repairs to improve the condition of the 
home, to extend the life of the home and/or 
correct health and safety hazards. 

Home Winterizing Grant: There are two major 
programs available. The first is through the 
Community Action Agency. Up to $350 is avail- 
able to winterize your home to include: insulation 
of storm windows, caulking and weather stripp- 
ing. There are certain financial qualifications. 
Essentially, the applicant must be head of the 
household and yearly family income must .not 
exceed 25 percent of the federal income poverty 
levels. 

The second winterization program is admin- 
istered by the Michigan Bureau of Communit 
Services. Up to $400 is provided for attic ad 

installation-ofsstenm windows, caulkingialid 


р. hber Stripping; Their elgibility requirements 


are somewhat differérit than for the Community 
Action Agency. 

Home Insulation Loan: This program is sponsor- 
ed by the utility companies. If you are a customer 
of Consumers Power Company and wish to in- 
sulate your attic you may apply for a loan of 
up to $300 to be paid back in monthly install- 
ments. 

To qualify you must be: a homeowner, a re- 
sidential gas heating customer, good credit with 
Consumers. A 20 percent downpayment i is require- 
ed and up to 36 months to repay. 

Home Energy Audit: MSU Agricultural En- 
gineering Michigan State University and County 
Cooperative Extension Offices provide a free 
computerized service to help you figure out what 
it might cost to add insulation, installing storm 
windows and weather-stripping. 

It will also tell you how much you might save 
on heating costs and how long it would take to 
pay off your initial investment. 

If you are a homeowner you may request 
the free Home Energy Audit form from: EES 
‘Energy Hot Line" Toll Free 1-800-292-2704.

home from our house. Mom and I look-a 
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büt, as of this dictating, we have neither heard 
nor seen any of, the lovely cedar waxwings. 
However; this. may change any minute now 
because fall is the-time of year these birds 
always pay us a visit. When the berries of the 
barberry bushes turn scarlet and Prettyman's 
cotoneaster bush is loaded with its pretty red 
fruit, the waxwings are due. 


Although technically 
classed as migrating birds, we 
are apt to see the cedar 
waxwings in this area at any 
time of the year. This suits us 
fine. 

Between seven and eight 
inches long, waxwings are 
brownish birds with a bright 
band of yellow across the end 
of their tails. A closer look 
shows them to have small 
head crests, black eye masks, 
a slightly yellow cast on their 
fronts and a silvery blue sheen 
on their lower backs. 

They have rather short 
blunt tails and the habit of 
perching in an upright position 
which is uniquely their own 
There is simply no mistaking 
cedar waxwings lined up on a 
banch, no other bird sit up so 
straight. 

Avid fruit eaters, they seem 
to know when various trees 
and bushes are ripe for har- 
vesting. And when a flock 
finds the 'pickin's right' the 
birds will stay a day or two 
and have a wonderful time 
feasting. 

At least it usually takes 
them several days to strip the 
barberry and cotoneaster. 
Theoretically they should also 
like the cherries and 
mulberries but we have 
seldom seen them at these 
trees. Я 

They must be elsewhere. 
Perhaps they know of tastier 
fruit gr, maybe there is less 
com| оп. More likely it is 
simply a case of them being in 
our trees and we just don't see 
them. 

To counter balance what 
they eat in orchards, these 
birds consume tons of harmful 
insects. In other words, they 
more than pay for the fruit 
they take. 

And when a flock moves in, 
there is no loud screaming, 
there is no bickering or 
quarreling either. Oh, wax- 
wings are by no means silent 
birds; in fact, they are chatty 
and usually there is a running 
conversation going. But they 
converse in soft lispy wheezes 
which are fun to hear. 

Cedar waxwings are clean 
birds too. Their feathers are

Late nesters, July and 
August usually finds them 
busy building their bulky nests 
and raising their families. 
This summer Ida was for- 
tunate enough to have had 
such a nest in one of her 
backyard maple trees and she 
was kind enough to share the 
experience. 

One of her reports told how 
crowded the female seemed to 
be — while incubating, her 
little crested head showed on 
one side of the nest and her 
pretty yellow banded tail 
stuck over the other. Once the 
eggs hatched the parents were 
ever so busy feeding the 
youngsters.

Final offer from the School Board for settling a 
contract with the teachers was rejected by the 
Tecumseh Education Association at a general 
meeting of the teachers Tuesday evening.

Paul Preston, assistant city 
manager and director of 
community development, 
presented Tecumseh City 
Council Oct. 2 with a summary 
of two tax limitation proposals 
on the Nov. 7 general election 
ballot. 

Council did not go on record 
to support either. 

A total of 11 constitutional 
amendments will be voted on 
Nov. 7. Three are tax 
amendments, the Tax 
Limitation Amensmento 


the ballot, also called the 
Headlee ‘Amendment, the 
Tisch Amendment (Proposal 
J) and the Voucher Amend- 
eom pA of 
to proponents 

Proposal E, it would stabilize 
tax rates. It would mean that 
voter approval would be 
required before taxes could be 
increased or new taxes added 
at both local and state levels. 

All 39 different taxes in 
Michigan are supposedly 
covéred by Proposal 
cluding property taxes, other 
local taxes and all forms of 
state taxation. 

The Tisch Amendment, or 
Proposal J, would roll back 
property tax assessments 
over 50 percent. That means 
assessed valuation would be 
based on 25 percent of market 
value instead of the current 
method on 50 percent of 
market value. 

However, the Tisch 
Amendment would create a 
tax shift. It would allow other 
taxes such as personal income 
taxes, business taxes, 
nuisance and user taxes to go 
up to compensate. 

Proposal E, the Headlee 
Amendment, would prohibit 


State spending from in- 


creasing faster than the 
overall personal income of 
Michigan residents. Lid could 


It would prohibit the state 
from adopting new or ex- 
panding local programs 
without full state funding. The 
state could not reduce existing 
levels of aid to local govern- 
ments, taken as a group. 

“The- state now returns 
approximately 42 percent to 
local governments. Even 
thoughi the level could not be 
reduced the state could shift 


aid among types of local units 
or among and 
services,” Preston 
elaborated. 


The state would not reim- 
burse local governments for 
collective bargaining and 
compulsory arbitration. 
‘These cost pressures would 
continue or could even ac- 
celerate with double digit 
inflation, without any redress 
from the proposed amend- 
ment,” Preston said. 

Local government could not 
add new or increased existing 
taxes without voter 
approval. The proposal would 
prevent local property tax 
assessment from increasing 
faster than the rate of in- 
flation. 

Voter approval of certain 
bonded indebtedness is 
required under Proposal E. 

“Under the proposed 
amendment, local units would 
be required to submit to the 
electors proposed general 
ebligation issues that pledge 
the full faith and credit 
unlimited taxing power of the 
unit, but could continue to

“The major thrust is to 
reduce local property taxes by 
50% and a limit of 2.5 percent 
in annual. assessment in- 
creases and a 5.6 percent limit 
on state income tax. 

“What this means is not à 
tax cut, but a tax shift. If 
property taxes are cut then 
other revenue would have to 
be increased, i.e. water rates, 


“This could also result in a 
shift of power from local 
government to the state since 
the state will be required to 
pick up more of the cost of 
local -operations and with 
more money, would come 
more state control. 

"In our own case present 
property tax generates 
$552,500 per year or 2896 of the 
present years budget. A 50% 
reduction would mean 
property tax income of 
$276,250 or a 14% decrease in 
services or a 1495 increase in 
users fees. For example, just 
this fiscal year we had to 
increase water rates by 30%, 
if this tax cut was in effect we 
might have to increase it even 
more. 

“At the business meeting of

Dear Parents and Neighbors: 


We regretfully find oursélves in a difficult 
position which is the most painful situation we have 
had to face in all the years we’ve taught school. 


However, we teach your children to stand up for 
those principles that they believe to be right, and 
we believe that it is right that your School Board be 
concerned enough about the welfare of your 
children that they will provide a classroom of 27 or 
less in the early elementary grades. We stand firm 
in the belief that smaller class size is imperative to 
properly establish the foundations of reading, 
math, and learning values at this early age. 


Secondly, we stand firm in the belief that the 
Board has a civic responsibility to obey the laws of 
the state by good faith bargaining and responsible 
educational leadership as well as financial 
leadership. At the direction of Board President 
William Macbeth, Board member, Richard Heglin 
at the October 16 School Board meeting, clearly 
illustrated the Board's irresponsibility by the 
statement that ‘‘taxes could double” if we lower the 
class size. He was using the figure of fifteen (15) 
Students in a class. That figure has never been 
suggested by the Association, nor does any data 
indicate a tax increase would be required to meet 
the T.E.A.'s position on class size. He further 
admitted that only early elementary students, 
Students of lower economic levels, and lower 
ability would benefit from a smaller class size. Yet, 
the Board is determined to disregard our 
youngsters in need by maintaining a position of 31 
inthe elementary classrooms.

At the request of the teacher bargaining team, 
we entered into state mediation on September 22nd 
and have met in mediation twice. During the 
mediation session on October 9th, which lasted 
nearly sixteen (16) hours, the parties reached an 
impasse regarding the unresolved contract issues. 
At the conclusion of the last mediation meeting, in 
an attempt to break the impasse, the bargaining 
team for your Board of Education presented a final 
offer consisting of a three (3) year proposal, with 
the sincere hope that it would be presented for- 
mally to the 158 member teacher bargaining unitas 
a ratification question. To date this has not oc- 
curred. - 

A few of the facts and comparisons of the Boards' 
final offer which аге of major importance are: 

Wages 

1. The starting salary for a beginning (1st year) 
teacher with à Bachelots Degree last school year 
(1977-78) was $10,625,00. This year (1978-79) the 
starting salary would be $11,448.00. 

2. The highest paid teacher in the Tecumseh 
School district last school year (1977-78) received 
$27,189.00. This year (1978-79) it would be $29,305.00. 

3. Last school year (1977-78) the average 
teacher's earnings in the Tecumseh school district 
was in excess of $17,000.00.

All Tecumseh teacher salaries are based on 185 
contract days (students attend school 180 days). 
The contract day consists of a minimum of 6 hours 
and 35 minutes for high school teachers, 6 hours 
and 15 minutes for the junior high teachers, and 
elementary teachers 6 hours and 40 minutes. 

Class Size 

The present pupil teacher ratios in the Tecumseh 
School District have been realistically developed to 
allow every student an equal educational op- 
portunity. Your Board and administration have 
carefully studied all of the available facts in an 
effort to justify changing these ratios. To date there 
has been nothing conclusive presented to the Board 
which justifies the lowering of class size. 

At the present time the pupil teacher ratio in the 
elementary grades (K-6) is between 27 and 28. In 
the junior high classes are averaging 28, and at the 
high school level classes average 26 to 27. 

The teachers are proposing a class size goal of 26 
students at all grade levels. This of course would 
require additional teachers and classrooms. 

With declining enrollments and the pending 
uncertainty of future funding of public education in 
our state, a contract commitment to reduce class 
size is unwise and unjustified at this time. 

The Board of Education is charged with the 
responsibility of assessing, maintaining and im- 
proving all school programs, within the tax dollars 
made available to the school district. The problems 
increase each year as the Board views the impact 
of inflation, coupled with limited tax revenues. In 
the past, through sound planning and fiscal 
management, we have been able to provide a 
quality school program for our students. 

Through the process of negotiations and more 
recently mediation, the Board has presented a 
three (3) year proposal that it believes is fair and 
equitable to both teachers and taxpayers of the 
school district. 

The teachers have not formally voted on this 
final offer. The Board strongly urges that the 
teachers be given the opportunity to express their 
opinions through A FORMAL RATIFICATION 
VOTE.

There are 22 different 
members of the family who 
breed in the United States and 
Canada and six of these we 
can expect to see in this area. 
Since we are approaching the 
best woodpecker watching 
season, perhaps a quick 
rundown of those we are likely 
to see would be in order. 

"The downy woodpeckers are 
by far the most numerous and 
the ones most likely to be seen. 
They are also our smallest 
woodpeckers, slightly over 
five inches in length. 

They are attractive birds, 
whitish fronts with black and 
white backs, wings, and 
head. The males wear a red 
patch on the back of their 
heads which the females lack. 


are similar in appearance. ` 

The hairy woodpeckers are 
merely overgrown downys. 
These 7' inch birds are not as 
common as their smaller 
cousins and thus not as often 
seen. Proportionally their bills 
are much larger and their 
white outer tail feathers are 
usually not barred or speckled 
with black as are the downys'. 

However, both species have 
a wide white stripe running 
vertically up the middle of 
their backs. Their heads are 
the same, too, white throats 
with thinnish black "chin" 
stripes, black eye stripes and 
wider band of black on the top 
of their heads. 

White stripes fill in above 
and below the eye but do not 
completely circle the head. 
Again, the males have red 
head patches but the females 
don't 

The  red-headed wood- 
peckers win our votes as the 
most handsome tfrfembers ef 
lhééiclan. Both: males айй 
females have brilliant red 
"heads and snowy white fronts 

Their wings and upper 
backs as well as the lower half 
of their tails are blue-black. 
The upper tail, the lower back, 
and part of the wings are 
white. No wonder a common 
nickname in some parts of 
their range is ‘‘the patriotic 
bird” 

Young red-headed wood- 
peckers are brown headed 
with tattletale gray breasts 
and dark brown, with in- 


distinct black stripes on the 
areas where the adults are 
Pn 


e-black. They are grubby 
ooking characters. 





Unfortunately our beautiful 
red-headed woodpeckers are 
declining in numbers. They 
are cavity nesters who are 
extremely vulnerable to the 
homesite raids of the 
starlings. 

Far too often these pesky 
birds will harass the red- 
heads until they leave therby 
letting the starlings move in, 
Red-heads also eat more fruit 
than other woodpeckers which 
is one of the reasons we are 
more apt to see them twelve 
months a year. Suet in the 
winter and mulberries in the 
summer. 

The yellow-bellied sap- 
suckers are the ragmuffins of 
the woodpecker clan. With the 
exception of the neat and slick 
feathered birds we en- 
tertained late last winter, they 
have always been unkept 
and poorly groomed. 

They are dumpy sort of 
characters, about 7% inches 
long, and often their yellow 
bellies are merely a dirty 
looking tan with a slightly 
yellowish cast. Their backs 
are ''finely mottled" black 
and white and on the upper 
part of their black wings is a 
fairly long white stripe. 

Their black and white heads 
are distinctly marked with 
brick red bills. The males 
have геа throat patches 
bordered in black and the 
females wear white bibs with 
the black border. 

The next to largest wood- 
peckers we could entertain 
are the 8% inch red-bellied 
woodpeckers. Lower 
Michigan is the northern most 
limit of their normal range. 

Winter is the time these 
birds visit us and, instead of 
Suet, théy seem to preter corn. 
The nathe is déceptive, their 
fronts are only faintly tinged 
with red; however, their 
horizontally striped black and 
white backs are perfect for 
their other name, ladder- 
backed woodpecker. 

The males show a unique 
red, bright but not deep, 
across the top of their heads 
and running down the back of 
their necks. The females wear 
the same red on the back of 
their necks and across the 
base of their bills with a soft 
gray in between. 

Our sixth woodpecker is the 
flicker but he is controversial 
and must wait until next week.

"Region VII, *7.*essional 
Standards Review 
Organizations” (P.S.R.O.) 

P.S.R.O.. is a federal 
program arising out of 
amendment to. the Social 
Security Act and applies to the 
Medicare and Medicaid 


programs. 

There are 10 P.S.R.O. 
regions in the state of 
Michigan, each covering 
several adjacent counties. 

The P.S.R.O. itself is a 
group of doctors who have 
contracted with the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare to perform a function 
of monitoring the volume of 
care rendered to Medicare 
and; Medicaid patients by 
hospitals according to 
physicians' orders. 

The main idea of the 
program is to save rnoney for 
Uncle Sam by limiting 
hospital care to the length of 
time the patient actually 
needs that intensity of care. 
This is the mandate to 
P.S.R.O.’s around the coun- 


try. 

To fulfill this charge, each 
P.S.R.O. may choose to have 
its own staff carry on a daily 
review of patients in each 
hospital, or delegate that 
function to the professional 
and medical staffs of hospitals 
on a hospital to hospital basis, 
depending of course on the 
qualifications of each hospital.

Autumn is the 
time of year when 
ту -room becomes 
particularly noisy. 


Flat roofs are great. Any time of year when just 
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the right kind of-rain falls, they can be the best 
insomnia beaters in the world. Nothing is nicer to 
hear when falling asleep than the soft steady beat 
of a'good rain. Nothing can be more destructive 
of a good night's sleep than the loud unrhythmatic 
bumping of falling walnuts. And yes, I speak with 


the voice of experience. 

The walnut crop was good 
this year and the tree which 
grows near the southwest 
corner of my room did a 
supérb job of throwing its nuts 
onthe roof. 

Crash, bang they came, then 
it was thump thump thump as 
they rolled across the roof, 
and finally a dull plop as they 
fell to the ground. The 
slightest breeze started them 
dropping in clusters. 

And yes, it has been a windy 
autumn. During the day the 
noise was startling but at 
night it was much more so. 

Several weeks ago Mildred 
brought in some branches 
which she and Wayne thought 
we Should see. Most in- 
teresting. One of the branches 
from their witch-hazel trees 
was beautifully sculptured. It 
looked almost as if it had been 
espaliered. 

This particular branch was 
also in full bloom. Full bloom 
in autumn? Yes. A pecularity 
of this shade loving tree or 
bush is that it blooms in the 
autumn and another 
pecularity is that the blossoms 
stay on long after the leaves 
have dropped. 

The flowers are unusual, as 
might be expected. A bright 
yellow which at first reminds 
one of orayi, they are 
composed of four long (almost 
an inch) narrow petals. Not 
being stiff these petals twist 
and are often referred to as 
looking like tiny yellow rib- 

роп: 


On several of the branehes 
we noticed curious little seed 
pods. They were not more 
than half an inch long and 
rather blunt. 

According to John Kieran in 
AN INTRODUCTION TO 
NATURE these seed pods or 
capsules hang on the tree and 
do not ripen until next fall. He 
continues, ''..then by con- 
traction they 'explode' and 
fling the tiny nutlets to the 
ground some distance away.” 

Indeed they do — explode is 
the exact word and I shall 
substitute floor for his ground. 

The explosion is not noisy 


but, even with the- radio 

ying, the next morning I 
eard a strange and 
unrecognizable ping-type pop. 
This was followed by the 
Sound of something hitting the 
floor and rolling. 

My first thought was that a 
small screw had fallen out of 
something. When Mom came 
in I even had her check but she 
could find nothing. It was not 


Tha o 
friends, Mom, Gertie T and I 
now know a bit rnore about 
pawpaws. This too is a shade 
loving bush or small tree. It 
was surprisingly large oblong 
leaves which can be over a 
foot long. 

However, the tree's true 
fame comes from its fruit. 
Odd looking is hardly 
adequate. Again I fall back on 
John Kieran's book, he claims 
that the fruits are ''...three to 
five inches long and look much 
like fat little sausages or 

Stubby bananas with rounded 
ends."

Last winter, when the 
General and his Lady were 
cutting trees in the woods, 
they sliced off a three inch 
slabof water oak tree for me.

It was a perfect 
Indian Summer day. 
The temperature | 
warm and the sky ~~ 
blue, the .autumn 


colors were at their peak and the зип shone 


brightly. However, as I 


watched the extremely 


busy bird feeders; it was impossible to suppress 


a slight chill. 


The hustle and: bustle of the 
hungry birds was fun to see 
but it was a cold weather kind 
of activity and some of the 
birds were cold weather type 
birds. There was simply no 
getting around the fact that 
what I was watching was an 
all too realistic preview of 
winter) 

The two little tufted titmice 
caught my attention first. 
They are always such trim 
and slick birds, never a 
feather out of place, that 
anytime they are an asset. 

This day they were par- 
ticularly welcome for I had 
not seen much of them all 
summer and fall. Oc- 
casionally one dropped in for a 
quick snack but during the 
cold weather months they will 
be every day regulars. And it 
was an every day regulars 
that this twosome was eating. 

All day long they kept flying 
in for "refueling". Sunflower 
seeds and cracked corn 
seemed to be at the top of their 
list. As they searched-for the 
tastiest tidbit, I had more than 
ample time ‘to look and en- 
joy. 

Charming 5% inch long 
birds, an all over gray in color 
with, of course, their backs 
being darker than their fronts. 
Under their wings was a 
russet cast, they had cocky 
little topknots, black feet and 
legs, and small but sharply 
pointed black bills. 

They also had black eyes 
which seemed large for such 
small birds. Handsome to see 
and extremely nice to have 
around. 

Also nice to have around and 
also extremely, .pretty were 
the chickadees who joined the 
tufted titmice in a day, lofig 
orgy of feasting from the hear- 
my-window feeders 

There were two chickadees 
and again like the titmice, 
they sometimes dined 
together but, as often as not, 
freeloaded one to a- tray. 
Chickadees and titmice are 
pals and on rare occasions all 
four were picking up sun- 
flower seeds together. 

When the bluejays zoomed 
to the feeders everyone else 
left. Sometimes it seemed that 
these big bullies came just to 
scatter the other birds. 

Usually while there though 
they grabbed a bite or two and 
often it was more than two. It 
is amazing how many sun 
flower seeds a blue jay can 
gulp into his crop to carry 
away 

Mom and 1 laughed at one. 
greedy jay who was actually 
chugging, and we could see 
him swallowing in order to 
make room for just one more 
seed. We counted six and he 
had ‘packed away’ some 
before we started keeping 
track. 

Several times during the 
day there were familiar 
chirping sounds coming from 
the yews between the feeders 
and the house. No question at 
all — cardinals. That 
characteristic chirping they 
make when eating is un- 
mistakable. 


Someumes one of the birds 
worked its way up through the 
bushes to the food trays — I 
watched both male and female 
chomp on sunflower seeds — 
but usually they were.content 
to stay out of my sight and 
feast on the leftovers which 
had been spilled from the 
feeders. 

The most wintery birds of 
this beautiful Indian Summer 
day were the juncos. A whole 
flock had moved in a week or 
So before. Lovely birds but oh, 
how their black and gray does 
remind one of winter. 

As they flitted away their 
white outer tail feathers were 
almost sassy. And the large 
fox squirrels also seemed to 
have a message for me. When 
they sat hunched over 
mountains of freshly put out 
food, I could not help but 
notice that their fur coats 
were getting thick and heavy 
and warm. 

Yes, perfect Indian Summer 
day that it was, I still shivered 
— the activity at the near-my- 
window feeders said all too 
clearly, ‘‘Enjoy today, Marda, 
snow and cold are on the 
way!"

— р The 
received last August for 
construction of the Britton- 
Ridgeway sewer system came 
in too high to be accepted. Our 
authorized finances were 
inadequate for such high cost 
even with the EPA and DNR 
grants. Therefore, we could 
not award contracts on those 
bids. But EPA would not allow 
us to reject them. 

The Headlee amendment 
approved Nov. 7, now 
prevents the county from 
issuing bonds for the benefit of 
that community project. The 
village and township now face 
the responsibility for carrying 
out their required pollution 
control project and icing 
it some other way. 

It now appears there may be 
another way. The unique 
circumstances of that com- 
munity situation now seem to 
fit another federal program, 
the Farm Home Ad- 
ministration. We have studied 
that possibility and have filed 
application with that agency. 

If qualified and approved, it 
is possible to continue with the 
EPA grant program now 
holding and get some finan- 
cing of local cost through 
Farm Home Administration. 
There is much red tape to the 
whole package and some 
changes in the present 


financing plan will have to be 
made.

*OF CULTS AND THINGS" 
‘You shall know the truth and 
the Truth shall make you 
Free" 

Are you baffled and left in 
wonderment, — I am.. It has 
been just less than two weeks 
ago since the American Public 
has been made aware of the 
affair at Jonestown Guyana. 

Yes 927 lives were wasted 
and for what reason? Cer- 
tainly the instigators of such a 
crime could not truthfully say 
that by D dying they could serve 
God better and what about 
those in the so-called religious 
group who carried and used 
the automatic weapons that 
killed many of the unarmed 
men, women and children. 
And yet this organization has 
the title of church and 
religion. 

During my lifetime differing 
religions and faiths have 
always been of interest to me 
and I dare say that one would 
be hard to find a 
religion that would believe in 
death as a way of life. The 
mere idea of any form of 
human sacrifice certainly 
would even be distasteful to 
most any non-believer of any 
kind of religion. 

The naked TRUTH of 
Christianity is spelled with 
one word — LOVE —. Yes I 
will agree it does take some 
monetary involvement for any 
church or church organization 
to function.

Certainly the Jonestown affair 
doesn’t sound like any fallable 
religion to you or I, does it? — 
The government will arrest 
and prosecute doctors, 
engineers etc. for giving a 
false statement or 
manufacturing credentials. In 
the case of clergymen not 
much can be done to insure 
their validity, again because 
we do have Freedom of 
religion. 

In all probabilities it is 
much better to hang onto that 
freedom we cherish, but I do 
hope that this current affair 
and the past two or three 
years experiences are starting 
to make the Americar people 
aware of the perpetrators of 
sin (using God’s name for 
your own personal gain) and 
shyster’s. 

It's. just like buying 

groceries, sure you сап 
purchase the off-brand, the 
one that makes all manner of 
wild claims. But if you are 
smart you check things out, 
first. 
Generally speaking you are 
much safer in a grocery store 
when you stick to the old tried 
and true brands.

The Holy 
Bible sums this all up so

Sewer Plant Is Giant Step 


CLINTON — Construction is 
25 percent complete on the 
village's new sewer treatment 


plant. 

Planning began seriously in 

1975, although the project was 

by council ever 
Since 1969, when a possible 
joint sewer plant project with 
Tecumseh was considered and 
abandoned. 

Ground was broken for the 
new plant last April at a 
location on the former e 
trash disposal site with access 
from Bartlett St. near the 
River Raisin. 

The sewer project is ex- 
pected to cost $3.4 million 
whan. completed by the fall of 


Federal grant provides 75 
percent; state grant 5 percent. 





The remaining 20 percent is 
the village obligation, which 
has been raised by sale of 
village bonds for $650,000. 

Recovery of village cost will 
be from sewer fees and con- 
nector fees, which will be 
added to sewer bills beginning 
in 1979. 

Sadler Construction Co. of 
Highland, Mich. is the con- 
tractor. 

Taking shape now are 
clarifier settling tanks, which 
will contain an agitating arm, 
and sludge will be pumped out 
of them. 


Next the wastewater will be 
treated for removal of 
phosphorus, and will go 
through a sand filter, and final 
chlorination in the basement 
of the two-story building, now

Tecumseh and his brother 


ce. T: Brown of 
, Bobby xd of 


Westand, received multiple wounds during a 
sh incident at the family business in Yp- 


silanti Township, Oct. 19. 


According to Tom’s mother-in-law, Ada Stiles, 
Tom is now at University Hospital, Ann Arbor, 
where he is undergoing therapy. Bob is now out 
of traction and learning to walk with a leg cast at 
St. Joseph Mercy Hospital. 

Both men hope to be home for Christmas. 

Billy Hardesty, who was charged in the, case 
with five counts of murder and two counts of 
assault with intent to commit murder, was 
determined mentally incompetent to stand trial. 

Hardesty was remanded to the custody of the 
Michigan Department of Mental Health and is a 
patient at Ypsilanti State Hospital until he is 
capable of standing trial, said Washtenaw 
County Prosecutor William Delhey. Doctors 
predict that this could be at least four months. 

Here is the text of Mrs. Stiles’ letter about 
family members, Tom and Bob: 


To Tecumseh area people with thanks 
The people of this area have been so kind 


us. 

Our neighbors, people we meet on the 
street, business people where we regularly 
shop, and our family at. Friends Church 
have been so concerned about Tom. They 
all have expressed sympathy and said they 
are praying for him. He has been in prayer 
chains in several churches. We thank you 
all. God is Great. Prayers are being an- 


swered. 


Tom is Tommy Brown of Cairns Street, he 
is married and has three children. He was 
shot while at work, Oct. 19, 1978. His co- 
worker was killed and Tom’s brother, Bob 
Baker, who was just visiting there, was shot 


and injured also. 


Tommy has about 14 wounds, he has 
bullets in both lungs, was wounded in the 
cheek, neck, both arms, chest and spine. He 
has partial use of his right arm and is 
paralyzed from the waist down. He was in 
intensive care 15 days. After three weeks 
the bullet was removed from his spine. 


Tommy is si 


tting up for several hours 


each day. He is able to do a lot of things for 
himself. He has a good appetite now. He 
spends a few hours in у each day. His 


attitude is good. He is 1 


forward to a 


passto come home for Christmas Day. 

Bob is married and lives in Westland. He 
has about 20 wounds. He has a broken arm, 
broken leg, bullets in both lungs, several 
chest wounds, mostly healed. Bob is trying 
to be up on crutches so that he can be 
discharged before Christmas. 

The concern people have expressed has 
made this area a place of love for us.

the telephone rang. 

The caller ` introduced 
himself in a southern accent, 
something like this: 

“You have been chosen in a 
lottery. This is your President, 
Jimmy Carter, speaking. I'm 
taking a little survey.” 

That was the beginning of a 
45-minute telephone con- 
versation with a voice that the 
Tecumseh couple, who wish to 
remain anonymous, were 
convinced was President 


immy Carter. 
Patricia Bario, 
press secretary at the White 
House told the Herald Wed- 
nesday morning that the call 
was a hoax. The couple were 
victims of a telephone prank.

Why would 
he offer to send $25, as the 
caller said, ‘ог their courtesy 


in talking with him.” 

The caller obtained their 
address under that pretense. 

Marian Staup, service 
representative at General 
Telephone Company, Adrian, 
sympathized with the couple 
who were victims of the 
prank, but she told the Herald 
there was nothing to be done 
at this point. 

Only repeated callers that 
may be traced that can be 
prosecuted are punishable, 
said Staup. 

This is the first such call 
received in the area to her 
knowledge, said Staup. 

“That doesn’t change my 
opinion of the president,” said 
the Tecumseh woman who 
received the call, “But it 


makes me mad (that it was a

Mom was perfect- 
ly right when she 
said, “They certainly 
look more like them- 


selves now.” She was referring to the chickadees 
Last summer it was great fun and most interest- 
ing to have young chickadees visit the near-my- 
window feeders. We could not help noticing that 
they were typical kids — their feathers were a 
bit less trim and sleek than the adults and they 
looked skinny. They actually did. 


Instead of being fat and 
roly-poly ‘their bodies were 
lean, long and thin looking. 
Beanpole adolescents. 

Now that the weather is cold 
and the chickadees are all 
grown up, they do indeed look 
more like they should. At 
least, they look more as we 
are used to seeing them. 

Last summer was our first 
experience with juvenile 
chickadees, in past years they 
were strictly cold weather 
visitors. Oh, no one is com- 
plaining that they changed 
their habits. We all sincerely 
hope that 12-months-a-year 
chickadees will be permanent. 

It is amazing how these little 
guys have changed. They are 
now the cuddly, round sprites 
of past winters. Their bodies 
are fat and of course, the cold 
weather causes them to fluff 
out the feathers a bit. 

They are once again the 
birds that made Eddie sigh 
and exclaim, “Оһ, wouldn't 
you just love to hold one 
cupped in your hands!” 

Another visitor -is having 
more trouble growing up. A 
month or so ago a young 
squirrel suddenly appeared. It 
was far too late in the season 
for such youngsters but there 
he was. 

Much smaller than any of 
the other fox squirrels, his 
actions absolutely screamed 
kid, kid, kid. He was inex- 
perienced, awkward, and 
most obviously out on his own 
for the first time. 

It was on the feeders that he 


really showed his lack of ‘age’ 


and knowledge. On his first 
visit we did not see how.he 
reached the food trays. 
Suddenly we were all con- 
scious of the small squirrel 
rather frantically trying to 
figure out how to get down. 

He would run from one tray 
to the other, look over the side, 
back away, peek over the edge 
again, cautiously stretch or 
reach out with a front paw and 
then, as if frightened at feeling 
nothing, quickly back away. 
He finally crawled halfway 
under the tray but instantly 
pulled himself back on top 
again. 

He started climbing from 
the feeders to the bushes but 
that too was dangerous and 
frightening. Finally the little 
guy positioned himself on the 
board between the two trays, 
froze for a few seconds, and 
then jumped, 

Actually he leaped, and 
landed in the yard halfway to 
the top of the creekbank. Over 
the bank and up the trunk of 
the nearby maple tree he 
dashed, stopping only after 


reaching the safety of the 
large lower limb. 

There he rested to catch his 
breath and, Iam sure, breathe 
deep sighs of relief at having 
successfully escaped’ from 
such a dangerous situation. 

The next day we saw him up 
the feeder post. He. climbed 
well enough but after reaching 
—in fact, after bumping his 
head on the bottom of one of 
the trays, he was stymied. 

It took much scrambling, 
many slips, great stretching, 
and literally autes of trial 
and error before he managed 
to struggle over the edge and 
reach the food. 

Now he swings up with no 
trouble at all. It was certainly 
not an easy trick to learn 
though. 

Learning the techniques of 
eating feeder food did not pose 
much of a problem. Once in a 
while a sunflower seed was 
extra slippery but those little 
front hand-paws dropped few. 

Learning that fox squirrels 
do not share with each other 
was almost traumatic. Time 
after time he was chased 
away and even now the lesson 
is not fully learned. 

He no longer tries to eat at 
the same tray with another 
squirrel but occasionally he 
wil quietly sneak to the 
second tray and treat us with 
the sight of two squirrels on 
two feeders. 

Now the little squirrel is 
almost as large as the others. 
He scampers up and down 
with no hesitation at all. The 
other day, however, we had 
good laughs over the antics of 
our almost grown-up squirrel 
and our all grown-up 
chickadees. 

The squirrel was deeply 
engrossed in eating, һе was 
hunched up on the feeder with 
his tail curled over his back. A 
pair of chickadees took turns 
Душа from the nearby maple 

lown to the feeder. 

They, would land in back of 
the squirrel, grab a sunflower 
seed and hustle it back to the 
tree. They were bold and 
daring — actually, the 
squirrel might not even have 
objected had they stayed to 
eat with him.

workmen’s compensation, the 


provider must carry not less 
than $100,000 for bodily injury 
per person and not less than 
$300,000 per: occurence.

The Lenawee County Board 
of Commissioners and the 
County of Lenawee will be 
listed as the insured. It was 
suggested each participating 
government require that it 
also be listed as insured.

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$6 Million Budget 
Is School Record 


Tecumseh School Board 
adopted a record budget 
Monday night. Total 


estimated budget was 
$6,015,087, up nine percent 
over last year’s ai 
budget and up 10.7 percent 
over last year’s actual ex- 
penditures. 

The budget for the 1976-77 
school year was $5,519,000, but 
actual expenses were con- 
siderably less, $5,443,000. 

Assistant superintendent 


Gene Cooley explained to the 
board that the finance com- 
mittee was shooting for a 10 to 
11 percent increase in this 
year’s budget after inflation, 
new contracts, and fixed costs 
were considered. 

Just over 70 percent of the 
budget, $4,247,918, is ear- 
marked for instruction costs. 
Related personnel costs and 
salaries as a whole make up 
80.2 percent of the budget, 
which is in line with area 


Pre-applications

Fate of Project 


Tecumseh's elderly housing 
project off Adrian St., south of 
W. Pottawatamie St., could 
well be decided within the next 
few weeks. 

Paul Preston, assistant city 
manager, told Council 
Monday night that pre- 
applications will be taken 
Shortly after Jan. ist to 
determine the need for such 
housing, and if such need 
would financially support the 
project. 

Through a report to of- 
ficials, Preston pointed out 
that the city can not charge 
more than 25% of a person's 
income for rent. It is therefore 
possible for a tenant to pay 
rent less than the $150 per 
month rent projected that will 
be needed to finance the 


housing. 

He. said that pre- 
applications will be available 
Soon and prospective tenants 
will have 30 days to complete 
and to return to city hall. 

Tecumseh's application for 
a $2.5 million loan from 
Farmers Ноте Ad- 


ministration has been passed 
at the district level but for 
only 25 subsidized units, 
rather than 91 subsidized units 
that were requested. Overall, 
the housing project would 
have 122 rental units. 

Preston feels that the state 
will approve the loan and then 
forward the city's application 
to the federal government for 
final determination, a decision 
expected to be announced in 
the next six to eight weeks. 

In the meantime, if pre- 
applications show a greater 
need for subsidized housing, 
such a need will be made 
known to FmHA and a request 
made for additional financing. 

If the housing project 
proceeds as city officials hope, 
prospective tenants who filed 
the pre-application will also 
have to complete and file full 
or final applications at a later 
date. 

Preston said it is con- 
ceiveable, based on approval 
and FmHA financing, that 
construction could start here 
in 1979.

This winter Phave 
registered our bird 
feeders for the 
Second Annual Mich- 
igan Bird Feeder Survey. This is a project 
sponsored by the Michigan Audubon Sociéty under 
the direction of Dr. Ray Adams. Participants 
will make bi-monthly reports. The survey should 


provide much useful and interesting information. 
It shall be fun to bea tiny part of it. 


Although they are interested 
in birds that visit the feeding 
area all month long, the 
‘counting’ is only done on one 
day. Fortunately that can be 
any day the counter picks. 

The number of species is 
noted as well as the number in 
each species. The area wat- 
ched and counted is to be the 
immediate area of the feeders 
as well as the waiting areas. 

In other words, I shall be 
keeping track of five feeders 
as well as the trees and bushes 
where some of the birds perch 
and patiently wait their turn. I 
Shall also include the part of 
Evans Creek in our west 
facing picture window 
because dri is an im- 
portant part of feeding. 

I have not, as of this dic- 
tating, done the December 
count, somehow indoor 
Christmas-type things have 
taken precedence over win- 
dow watching and bird 
counting. 

However, the November 
information is compiled and 
Nov. 28 was quite a day. 
Sixteen different kinds of 
birds dined with us. We know 
for sure that there were six 
male cardinals and two 
females, five bluejays one 
hairy woodpecker and one 
downy, опе red-bellied 
woodpecker, three tufted 
titmice, four chickadees, one 
male and one female red- 
breasted nuthatch, and eight 
to nine siskins. 

Cedar waxwings drank and 
bathed at the edge of the creek 
but, did not show any interest 
in the bird feeder bill-of-fare. 

There were many other 
birds at the feeder that day 
but unfortunately we did not 
count them, goldfinches, 
juncos, . English sparrows, 
white-breasted nuthatches 
and mourning doves. 

In a way it is almost too bad 
to start out with an abundance 
of birds. We will probably 
never again pick a count date 
which is so busy. To the list of 
November visitors we can add 
brown creepers, yellow- 
shafted flickers, starlings, 
grackles, purple finches, song 
Sparrows and tree sparrows. 

Crows were overheard, but 
they are not counted because 
our feeding program is in no 
way influenced by their 
behavior. 

It was interesting to read 
about hawks on the sheet of 
instructions. The Coopers and 
sharp-shinned hawks are 
eaters of small birds and thus 
attracted to some feeding 
areas. 

These hawks have short 
round wings and long tails. 
The larger, red-tailed hawks 
have broad wings and broad 
round tails. They frequent 
f areas where squirrels 
and rabbits are abundant. 

The third member of the 
hawk family, the falcons, are 
represented in this area only 
by the small and highly 
colored sparrow hawks. 

Goldfinches are singled out 
for special treatment on the 
identification sheet. It 
stresses the difference in the 


winter and summer garbs 
these birds wear. 

Why do so few bird books 
emphasize the fact that the 
bright yellow, wild canaries of 
summer are the greenish-tan 
bird, with the black or gray 
wings, who flock to the feeders 
in the winter? 

Then comes the sparrows 
and ho, ho, ho, I’m not the only 
one. Quoting directly, 
“Sparrow identification was 
the biggest problem..." How 
true! 

English sparrow are our 
most abundant sparrows, 
unfortunately. In the winter 
we are also apt to have tree 
sparrows and song sparrow. 
The former have solid gray 
breasts with a single stickpin 
marking while the latter are 
noticeably striped. 

Briefly summing up the 
results of last year’s survey 
shows, “А total of 84,325 birds 
of 75 species...” 

Goldfinches were the most 
numerous; in fact, gold- 
finches, evening grosbeaks, 
pine siskins, redpolls, purple 
finches, and pine grosbeaks 
all appeared in extremely 
large numbers. 

This means that 
theoretically there should be a 
shortage these birds this 
year. A few more years of 
study should prove or disprove 
this theory. 

Perhaps it will also explain 
why the juncos seemed to 
prefer the western side of the 
state to the eastern:

designate their property, wherever it may be 
located in the city, as a landmark. 

Iwill explain both parts in more detail, dealing 
with historic landmarks first. 

An owner of property located anywhere in the 
city may request to designate a structure as a 
landmark ог a landmark site-by submitting the 
proper application form to the commission. 

This request for designation signifies the 
recognition on the part of the property owner 
that they have a structure architecturally or 
historically significant and wish to preserve it. 

The commission has prepared the application 
forms. It is only two pages in length and requires 
a short period of time to complete. 

The information required deals only with 
historical and architectural information on the 
house itself; the form does not require nor is the 
commission interested in personal information. 

Once the application is received, the com- 
mission has 45 days to review and make its 
recommendations to the City Council. 

The commission will review the application 
using an evaluation system that ensures that 
each house is judged equally. 

There are five major areas that will be looked 
at: architecture, setting and atmosphere, 
physical condition and location. All of these deal 
with the exterior of the structure, not the in- 
terior. 

Once the application has been received and a 

rsonal inspection of the exterior of the house 
by the commission has been made, the com- 
mission will then make its recommendations to 
the City Council to either approve or disapprove 
the designation. 

If the house is approved as a landmark, the 
owner can elect tę make such 
tion binding on his/her successors: in 


If the owner does ра еа to-make the 
binding, sul uent owners may 
esed уо Commission 
removal of the from designation and 
will automa be granted such release. 


+ 


If the owner seeks and receives landmark 
designation, there are certain obligations placed 
on that owner. If he wishes to make any exterior 
repairs or changes except painting, he must 
receive approval from the commission. 

The whole purpose of this review is to ensure 
that the home is preserved as closely as possible 
to its original design and construction. 

It should be repeated that any property, 
residential or commercial, located anywhere in 
the city, can be designated as a landmark. 

The other important part of the ordinance is 
the designation of the Chicago-Union Street 
Historic District. If your property is located 
within the district, it does not mean that it 
automatically qualified for landmark 
designation. You must still apply and have your 
application reviewed by the commission. 

The ordinance does require, however, that any 
property owner with a structure 50 years or 
older, who undertakes any alteration of their 
property, must first consult with the com- 
mission. 

An alteration is any act or process which 
changes one or more of the “exterior ar- 
chitectural features" of a structure. 

The review by the commission is to be strictly 
advisory; there are no requirements that you 
follow their recommendations, but it is hoped ` 
that you will. 

It is the commission's opinion that many 
homeowners would like to perserve the historical 
character of their structure, but are not always 
aware of the techniques and materials available 
to them. 

We would ask that if a property owner plans to 
undertake any exterior changes, he contact 
either myself, Paul Preston, or Bob Harnden at 
city hall, so that a meeting can be scheduled with 
the commission. 

The Historical Commission will schedule a 
series of meetings within the Historic District to 
explain the ordinance and program in more 
detail. м 

Notices will go out to property ownets advising 
of the time and place.
